Volumes weighed in the Scales, and Gon^ 
demn d to Dreft a Dinner, much better 
than the Author Got by writing them? 
What Numbers of Free Thoughts, even 
agaiuft Religion^ as Well as Lampoons 
. . B 4 againft 
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8 riTULVS AUREUS: 
againft the Government, have I knoWil 
to fry under a Cheefecakdr^^pr a Pudding- 
Pye, almoft as decently, as if they had 
been burnt by the Common "Hangman ? 
On which Account, I fhali always have 
an Eye towards fuch terrifying Examples^ 
and hope this ufeful Treatife, expreffly 
calculated for the Benefit of my owti 
Species, will avoid all fuch Inconvenien- 
ces: The dreadful Cataftrophe of fo many 
Brothers of the Quill, ihall make me efcbew

But, left the Title it felf flioud be a 
ftumbling-Blocktothe follicitous Reader;

I will do my Beft to make ail 
Matters as plain as the Sublimity of the 
Subjeft wiff bear: Even as plain as the 
Tofidatums of our Modern Mathematici- 
ans, if the Reader will take the following 
Obfervations along with him.

It is to ccmform my feJf to the 
modern Tafte* The beateo Paths of our 
Ancieftors are fo tirefonfte^ that fome People 
will venture^ what ihall I fay Rcfmtatton f 
Nay» their Neeks^ Souls afid all^ but they 
will find a new one^ Ad out-of-the-way 
Title may be as diverting to the Readers, 
as a Mafquerade is to theSpettators* There 
may be Ends in both^ tho neither the 
Reader, nor Spectator knows what it is* 
How many fine Lords and Ladies put on 
very odd Dreflfes^ to draw People to their 
Lure, when a bare-faced BedutV could not 
do't ^ fotnetimes the Outfide of a Mafque^ 
fader is the true Emblem of his Infide } but 
they wou d not have People think fo* I 
don't fay my Views are the fame with thefe 
put-of^the-way Gentty } nor will I allow 
every Body to tell what I mean. But as 
fome Diftenlpers nwft be cured by Stinks, 
while others mUft have the Pill gilded I 
fo the Writer muft adapt his Lalwrirs tb 
the Humours of the Age. If thefe are et^ 
otick, whimfioil, and extravagant, his way 
of Treating them muft be fo too* The 
Reader therefore muft fhew his want of 
Tafte, if he complains of thti^^ddriefs of 
the Title. What an old-faihion*d Tafte, 
muft a Man have, that can t like Plays 
without Nature or Humour : Rhimes with^ 
out Wit: Songs, without underftanding a 
I JVord } 
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Word : Human Creatures, neither Men^ 
nor Women : Voices like the fqueak- 
Ing of Piggs, or a Scofcb Bagpipe : Dan- 
cing, without knowing whether yon make 
your Honours to a Duke or a Foot- 
man, a Duchefs, or a W— re : BreecUng 
without Common Hunuuiity: Vifiting 
without Converfation^ Converfation with- 
out Learning, or Common Senfe ; Enjoy- 
ment without Love; and Marriage with- 
out either. I cou*d reckon up a great 
many other Witbouts : But thefe are fuf- 
ficient, tliat a Man muft be without Tafte, 
if he can't approve of a great many things 
our wife Anceftors wou^d have thought 
without ail Reafon: 

II. But to defcend more particularly to 
the Explanation of the Title. The Two 
Lutin Words at the Top are literally 
expounded by the two following EngHfi 
ones. viz» the Golden Calf, which is as pat 
as poflible to the fubjed Matter* Becaufe 
I fpeak all along of the wonderful Force 
and Efficacy of Gold j with the firange 
Changes it.caafes in the Natures and 
Conftitutions of Men* . We know it made 
one of the moft religious Nations in the 
World fall down and worfliip the moft 
ftupid of Animals. 'Twas^ without doubt, 
becauie it appeared in tl^ £>uftre of that 
ihining Metal i and in thefe more refin'd 
Ages coattJikiies to be the true Obje^ of 
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12 riTULUS JlTRnuS: 

Religious Worfliip, with a great many 
People, to this very Day, in fpite of all 
the learned Arguments of the Free^Think- 
ers againft the Being of any Religion^ 
Nay, I verily believe, the Free-Thinkers 
themfelves, in fuch Cafes, wou'd become 
Rank Idolaters* Biit be that as it will, 
'twere to doubt of my Reader*s Capacity, 
to imagine he did not fee the Connexion 
between that Part of the Title and the 
Context. *Tis true, I hid once fome 
Thoughts of giving it the Title of Jfinus 
Jureus; but my Elder Rather, who went 
by the Name of JpukiuSy had dole that 
Thought a great many Years ago.

I thought once to have put a Greeks Word 
at the Top of all, or at leaft a compound 
Word, half Greeks half Latin^ mightily 
in Praftice with my Brethren of the 
Rapeutick Faculty ; lor- you muft know, I 
belong toone of the Claflfes oi^harMacji 
At tihe w<?rft, *tis but giving it art Englijh 
^Termination J and then by the Hel^ or an 
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Mtymologicony every body may underhand 
it as wdil as themfelves. 

Jnd when with great eft Art he [poke, 
Toud think he talUd like other Folk. 

Hud: 

But we muft take particular Care no^ 
to depreciate lerms of Art \ otherwife 
we might deftroy great part of our Mo- 
dern Sciences i or at leaft fpoil the Bufi* 
nefs of the Teachers.

I had like to have forgot one material 
Reafon why Proficients in any fcientifical 
Faculty, ought very often to fpeak in an 
unknown Tongue^ For Jiow cou d tha 
Reader know, that an Authc^r was fo leap* 
ned, or underftood di&rent Languages, un:^ 
lefe he told us fo, or Ihew'd it in his 
Works ?

But 
be that as it will, 1 don't mean, I fay, your 
mere Fools and Ideots, who ate thus me- 
tamorphofed, provided there fliou d be Ex- 
amples of that Kind ,- but I take the Word 
Fool in a larger Senfe ; and mean Fools of 
the Setter Sort. 

I fuppofe 'tis out of Difpute that there 
are Fools of all Degrees ; as the Wife F00I9 
the Learned Fool, the Kich Fool, the 
State Fool, the Tolitick Fool, the Fool of 
Quality ^ the Fool in Falhion, the Fool out 
q Fajhion^ the Talking Fool, the Silent 
Fool, the Losing Fool, the Scrihling Fool; 
in which Rank fome may place my felf ; 
the Fool turned Criticky &c. The Reafon 
is obvious : Becaufe, as there is a Mob of 
all Degrees and Callings of Life, Seneca 
fays, there is a Mob 01 Titles^ as well as 
the clouted Shoe ^ there is a Mob of 
Statefmen, a Mob of Politicians, a Mob of 
Divines^ a Mob of Lawyers, a Mob of Phy- 
ficians, a Mob of Newnnoneers, a Mob of 
Poets, a Mob of Authors, &c. who are all 
governed and led in their Opinions and Sea* 
timents, juft as other l^bs are, that Wife 
Men may make of them* to gain their re- 
fpedive £nd^ fo 'tis requifite there ftiou d 
be Fools of all Sorts, in which there is 
fomething of Providence i for if all Mea 
were equally wife, how many great and 
glorious Defigns would be loft^ for Want 

of 
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ofproper Inftruments to bring them to bear? 
Not that any of thefe will think themfelves 
Fools, particularly your Fools of Fortune i 
for who ever faw a Man of a great Bftate 
but he thought himfelf infinitely wifer, 
than all thofe that move in an inferior Orb ? 
AH this is faidj to ihew, that the Word 
Jpiwl is not always taken in fo ftri£l aSenfe 
as to fignify a mere Driveller; but in a 
much more extenfive Acceptation, 

VL To leave nothing unexplained^ by a 
great Bftate I mean any great and extra- 
ordinary Addition to their Fortune, Qjia** 
lity, &c^ For Inftance, when a Countey 
Bumkin becomes a Squire; a Squire a 
Knizht, a Knight a Lord, and the like : 
Tho Gold has the moft vifible Effea, and 
the moft remarkable Metamorpbqfis is 
generally made at the firft Advancement. 
As when a Perfon of very mean Parts and 
Fortune^ who might have been look'dupon 
as a miere KumskuU or at the beft:, but a 
mere Humdrum, as foon as fome Thoufands 
a Year dropt in its Mouth, is immediately 
metamorphofed into a Man of Parts^tothc 
Wonder of many People.. 

VIL Thare is one thing I can^t ehufe 
but touch upon> before I leave this Artir 
ele; which is, that your truly wife an4 
virtuous Man (for who can be truly wife 
without being virtuous $) fuffers very lijD- 
tb or no Change in ^e Alteration of his 
C J • ^ For- 
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Fortune : Neither Riches nor Grandeur 
feem to have any Influence on his Condu^ 
unlefs it be to make him more beneficent 
to his own Species, and to keep up a juft 
Decorum with refped to his State and 
Quality. Thofe likewife, whoaredefcend-^ 
ed from antient and noble Families, gene* 
rally fpeaking, are lefs liable to fuch Chan« 
ges ; unlefs fome fpurious Plant has been 
grafted on the Stock. For I have fo muck 
Veneration for Antient Blood, that when 
I fee a Perfon fignally degenerate from tto 
iWorth of his fuppofed Anceftors, I chari- 
tably imagine there has been fome Flaw 
in the Cannel, by which fome vitiated 
Stream has crept in. But the Conveyancer 
muft anfwer for that* However, being ex- 
tremely curious of my own Nature, I fhaH 
endeavour at the latter End of this Trear 
tife, to give the Reafons why the Acceflion 
of a great Fortune- makes a very inconfi* 
derable Change in- a Man that is truly 
Wife and.

Or, may be, that of the fine Gentleman ^ 
Why, really to tell him the Truth of it, 
fince this will be the propereft Place 
to fpeak of myfelf, I was the Philofopher,, 
who had the ill Manners to be of my own 
. Opinion againft the Authority of the whol^ 
Board, and did not, as yet, fee the Force 
of Sir Go/lings Golden way of Reafoning ^ 
Tho' I have altered my Syftera fince, as 
all wife Men ought to do, when Truth h 
fet in fo glaring a Luft re.. But to giv^ 
the Reader a fliort Account of myfelf as 
other, great Writers have done before me, 
I let him know, that when I had finifli'd 
my Studies in the Univerfity, I confider*d 
with myfelf what further. Employment I 
(hou'd chufe in the different States of Life : 
A Liberal one I mean, for I was above all 
Mechanicks. As for the fine Gentlemani, 
wy fcjuat and clumfy Shape wou'd not let 

me 
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me aim at fuch a Charafter : Thp' I have 
known fome as ill put together as myfelf, 
not only Drefs at % but really thought 
themfelves fo. Befid^,^ X loved Books, 
and to Improve myfeUF in Difcourfe on 
different Subjeds proper for the Company, 
which does not come into the Compofition 
of t)ur modern fine Gentlemen. However, 
I am defcended of a very ancient Family, 
an4 I believe have had fome Knights in it 
too : Whether they were Gentlemen or 
not, I can't tell : That*s no more Eflential 
to a Knights than to a Lord : I am alfo 
a younger Brother, and by that have abet- 
ter Title than fome others i yet I had Senfe 
enough to fee, that Lwas never cut out 
for a fine Gentleman. For tho^ Affability,^ 
Courtefy, Modelty, Humility, a generous 
and obliging Temper, a fort of Tendernefs 
in Behaviour and Converfation, not to 
give any Offence to the meaneft Perfon : 
In fliort, all the Polite Qualifications of 
the Mind, rather than the Body, are the 
chief Ingredients in the Compofition of a 
fine Gentleman ^ yet the outward Afpe^l 
and Addrefs, a ^elle Mien^ fine Linnen, 
Laced Cloaths, with a certain Air of Af- 
furance coming into Company, is all tho 
Generality of the World thinks neceffary

Face wou d allow* Not that I think fitie 
Cloaths; and a ftudied Addrefs of the Bo-^ 
dy, without the Imbcllifliments of the 
Mind) can mike any more than a well*^ 
drefsd Brute, yet they are the chief, if 
not ail the Ornaments of a fine Qentle- 
man, according . to the Modern ^ajie^

lKre|l as fine Gentlemen. Beficfes, I have 
ft ^nfouiyded Leer and Squint with on^ 
of my Eyes > that whep Perfons think I 
ani looking onci way, I am looking quite 
the contrary* Whythatflioud beagreat-^ 
er I>efe(a^ than X^l^^^g one way, an4 
I'hinking another, I can't telL But *tis^no^ 
the prefent Tafte. But a Tropos of Taftes^ 
Tho' there are a gre^t many very out-of- 
the-way Taftes in the World, too many 
tff reckon up here, there his one e?ctream-f 
ly obfervable in Perfons of the firft Rank, 
quite different from that of our Ancef- 
tors* For, whereas heretofore it was looked 
upon niore agreeable to Human Nature, 
as well as the Order of Providence, that 
Perfons of more elvated Fortunes, and en* 
rich'd with the Blefllngs of Heaven, above 
thecommon, lhou*d be proportionably more 
generous, more humane and beneficent to 
their own Species, more compafiGionate and 

con- 
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^ohdefcending to the Wants and Necelfities 
of others, as they had greater Means ta 
do it ; without being obliged to thofe ba« 
fer Ways, of iharping Biting, Squeezing 
And Grinding their Inferiors, as Perfons of 
narrower Fortunes think they may be al<» 
low'd to dor But jbow Sharps the Word 
every where; and 'tis a common thing to 
lee Perfonsof a very eminent Figure Pride 
themfelves in a Clean Sitey as much as a 
Pick- Pocket in cutting a Man^s Purfe with 
the Owner's Hand in it. Is it, that the 
World grows wifer, diat is, iharper, every 
Day than other? Or have we learnt it of 
our Northern Countrymen ? Perhaps out 
of a laudable Emulation of excelling in all 
kinds* 'Tis poffible alfo, fuch Inclinations 
may run in the Blood 5 as taking more 
after one Parent *than another.: And *ti$ 
tommendable to build upon one*s Paternal. 
Foundation. But, 

To return to myfelf. As for the Law; 
tho* 'tis a moft expeditious way to convey 
another Man's Eftate into one's own Pock*? 
6t, and I had a great many eminent Ex* 
amples before me; I knew I fliou^d never 
be proper for that Calling. 'Tis true I had 
a good tolerable Education : I cou d fee 
what I might do, as well as another, by 
the fame Wfiiys aod Means too^ But I cou'd 
never blow hot and cold with one Breath : 
jPiad tho' Nature had given me two Hands 

^ to 
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to receive Money oti both Sides j yet fiitf 
had given me but one Face. Neither foi* 
the Life of me, couM I make the one Side 
of it look like a Rogue, and t other like 
an Honeft Man ; which muft be the Caf^ 
fometimes^ 

As for Poetry, I own^ 'tis a pretty Jing- 
ling Trade, and has great Influence over 
Women and Children ; nay, I have known 
fome Ladies of Birth and Fortune Gon jur'd 
' by It out of their Fathers Houfes into a 
Garret : Even Perfons of the higheft Dig- 
nities are ftrangely tickled with it* But 
It foon tires us, like the Chimes in the 
'Fiemi/h Churches, or the Italian Trillo^ 
that makes fo much Money trill out oi 
this Nation. But what gave me the great- 
eft Averfion, was to fee Poets of all Ages 
fo impudently laviiti of their Praifes, that 
the Nymphs of Thrury can't be greater 
Proftitutes of their Honour, than Poets are 
of their Verfes. 

I had too much of Religion in me to be 
a Phyfician, and was too fqueamifh to bo 
poring in Clofe-ftools and Urinals. -I cou'd 
not find in my Heart, to take a Man*s Money 
for Ruining his Conftitution j a Cafe that 
often happens in the Traxis. Befides the 
Slavery of Swearing to the Ipfe^Dixtts of 
fome Great DoGtot in Vogue, and running 
the Lengths of his Pra&iceagainft my own 
Knowledge and Confciencct In Ihort, I 

had 
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had an odd Whimfical Notion of ray own. 
That it was better to fave a Man contrary 
Xo Form, than to kill him fecundum Jr^ 
tern :■ Which is down-right Herefy in the 
-Non -Naturals. 

Hiftory indeed bears a noble Charafter : 
But then it requires a great many necef- 
fary Conditions, quite out of Faftiion, 
andieven dangerous to the Hiftorian. That 
is. Truth, Sincerity, Impartiality, and Dif- 
intereftednefs in what he writes ; a generous 
Freedom in layinjg open every thing as it 
was a(9:ed, without leaning to one Side or 
t'other: With all the fecret Springs of 
Events, ferving to the lUuftration ot the 
Subject, and the Information of Pofterity. 
A Hiftory wrote with this Spirit, might 
be valuable in itfelf; but then it yields 
no Profit^ till after one's dead. On the con- 
tary, one may pay dear for Truth, inftead 
of being paid for it. Such as are now gene- 
rally caird Hiftories, efpecially of the X/V- 
ingy are all Satires or Panegyricks ; and 
to leave a Hiftory of one s €wn ^imes behind 
one, may make a Man blufti beyond tho 
Grave, tho' he never did it before. 

I always had a moft profound Vene- 

• ration for Criticifm. But a Crittck ( in 

Learning I mean, not iii Morals). is above 

.toy Capacity- For I am^of Opiition, that 

without a prodigious Stock of Learning, 

there is no Mediuin between a Critick and 

D a Cox 
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a Coxcomb. And to take tho Word bjT 
way of Similitude, which I am « little fond 
of, by a Cox-comb, I will underftand the 
Comb of a Cock. For as a Cock's Comb is 
above the Cock's Head, fo a Critick is a- 
bove all Lqarning : As a Cock's or Cox- 
comb often fwells and looks very fanguine^ 
tho' it be but .a fpungy fort of a Subftance>, 
juft fo does a Critick. As a Cock's Comb is 
only aaExcrefcence of the Cock's Head ; 
fo are a great many Criticifms, but Emun- 
gences of the Critick's Brain : As a Cock s 
Comb may be pared off, and thrown away, 
without any Damage to the Animal 5 fo 
may a great many Criticifms^ In few 
Words, tovarythePhrafe, for fear of tiring 
my Reader, ^s Abundance of Criticifms, 
when they are fhot forth of the Cditick's 
FericramMfn^ are good for nothing, but 
tti make a Flourifh to his Learning ; fo 
Cocks Combs when they are cut ofiF, are 
chiefly proper to gamifli a EHfh, or, make 
a Ragout for Penrfons of Quality. 

I can't deny but my Inclinations leaned 
very much towards Divinity ; as it has a 
great Connexion with Philofophy. The 
Science is Sublime, Inftru&ive and Inex- 
hauftible: The Profeflbrs of it, who are 
generally Churchmen, I refpeft and re- 
vere with all the Powers of my SouL 
Church Preferments and Prelatures have 
fomething of facred and venerable in them* 

Put 
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But then they draw a great many lieavy 
Obligations after them, I way afraid I 
fhou d not comply with* I knew a bad 
Churchman was the.Higheft Scandal i 
that a great many diftinguiihing and diffi- 
cult Qualities were required to make a 
good one : That their Light was to fliine 
forth to all, as well by their Example as 
Charad:er J 1 but above all, the glaring 
Temptation of Dignities, and a fat Bene* 
fice, infte^^l of inviting me, rather terrified 
me from it,, for fear I ihou'd be drawn 
into any fcandalous Prevarications, orun- 
feemly, hypocritial Complaints, in order 
to obtain it. For, thought I, where fo ma* 
ny Great and Able Pillars of the Church 
have been fliook, 'tis a Prefumption in mc 
to pretend to ftand : So truly I turn d^ niy 

. Mind wholly to Philofophy, as rfie moft 
fafe and innocent Occupation of Life. And 
who knows, but in Reward of my llncere 
and upright Intqntions, Providence has en- 
lighten'd me with thofe wonderful Dis- 
coveries, as well be feen in the Sequel of 

' this Treatife* 

This Digreflive Account T thought pro- 
pet to give of myfelf, as modeftly as fuch 
a nice Subje<5): will bear, and with Safety to 
Truth at the fame time. I judged it to 
be more neceffary in fuch a ufeful and 
Catholick Work as this* Since it is fo 
diffieult to know arty thing certain of an 
D a Author 
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Author by his Writings, either as to his 
Calling, Condua of Life, Morals, Prin- 
ciples, drc. unlefs he gives an Impartial 
Account of himfelf, as I have done. More- 
over I muft acquaint the Reader once for

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CHAP. III. 

Continuation of the Troofs for the Matter 
of Fa^. 

LEST the Reader flioud miftake the 
leaft Point in this momentous Subjed, 
I make bold to put him in Mind of what 
was faid in the Beginning of the laft Chap- 
ter, that I might very well pre»fuppofe, the 
Matter of Faft which makes the Ground 
of this Enquiry, to be paft all Difpute : 
Otherwifcj^ as was obferved, we muft ar- 
raign the Judgment of almofiall Men, and 
Nations, who generally give the Prehemi- 
nence to the Man of the heavieft Purfe.

Befida 
innumerable Examples eafy enough to be 
produced, if need were. Why have the 
greateft Monfters in Nature been adored* 
and deified by their Followers, but becaufe 
they couM Ihower down Riches upon them ?• 
Why have the moft eminent Men ia alk 
Proieflions proftituted their Chara<Sters, 
D I and 
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and the moft facred things, to the Paflfions 
of a Favourite Slave, but to get Money ? 
and why to get Money ? But becaufe they 
knew, when they had Money they had all 
things. Without this embellilhing Orna- 
ment all their other good Qualities are 
Idft 5 or fo clouded for want of the Kays 
of Gold, they are fcarce difcer^ible. The 
firft and happieft Age of the World was 
caird the Golden Me ; becaufe no other 
Epithet could exprefs fo emphatically the 
Perfe6tion of it. The firft new Objed of 
Religious Worfhip, was drefs'd up in that 
a"dorable MetaL Then for the Greeks and 
LatinSy this Hypothefis was efteem'd fo juft 
and natural, that it became a Proverb, or 
rather' an unqueftionable Axiom, that 
Money gave Wifdom, Learning, Beauty, 
duality. Prerogative, every thing, in fine,^ 
that is defirable by Men. 

Here, with my Reader's Leave, I muft 
interfperfe a little Greek and Latin\ not 
fo much to (hew my Learning (tho* that 
may be allowed) as for other Reafons to 
be given by and by. I am very well apprised, 
'tis not quite fo fafhionable, as it was when 
I was a young Author. About half an 
Age dgon^ it was fo much in Vogue, that 
I have feen in very eminent Authors, one 
Part of aSentence mEnglfJh^ and t other in 
Greek and Latin; and fome times in both* 
May, 1 have read Dedications, where the 

Sub- 
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SubAantive denoting the Accompliih*d 
Patron, has been in one Language, and 
the EncpmiaJSick Epithet in another. 1 
fuppofe tljpy imagined, that one Language 
is more expre/five, or at leaft more elegant 
than another. Thus Perfons, who have 
travell'd into foreign Countries, particu- 
larly into France, and Italy y bring home a 
great many elegant Exprefldons, which our 
dull Ef^UJh jbialed won t come up to. 
How much prettier is it, when one can't 
exprefs the Excellency of a Thing to fay^ 
there is a J^nefc^ ^oi^ or a Nonj^ in it, 
than to fay there is, / know not what 1 
which every body fees, contains a vait deal 
of Meaning in it. How much more ex* 
preflive is 2LTyoubk'Bntendrey than a double 
Meaning? How much more politely does 
it found, to fay fuch a one has made ^he 
Tour of France y than to fay he has feen all 
France y and: the like? By which there 
hangs a good Jeft enough. A Perfon was 
Ikying in Company, that my Lord fuch-a- 
one had made the Tour of France, which 
an liopeft £^f /i/&i»i^» underftood as if he 
had made, that is, built a Tower in Francei 
and anfwer'd, he had better have made 
one at Home; for the North Tower of his 
Houfe was fallen down. However, in the 
prefent Cafe, 'tis almoft necei&ry to bring 
a little Greek and Latin^ becaufe 'l am 
going to prove my Point by Troverhs and 
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Jxioms; which all Languages have pe^ 
culiar to themfelves, and are infinitely more 
beautiful in their proper Idioms ; but fliall 
tranflate them^ as I go, for the Benefit o£ 
every Reader. 

Well then, as I was faying, the Antient 
Greeks and Romans were fo poflefsM of 
the Truth of theFa^t, on which this En- 
quiry is grounded, that it became a Stand- 
ing Axiom with them, that Money gave 

all things. A^yv^lc^ J-cro Tczaailoa *mccvlacj 

fays the Greek: Which being a Piece 
of a Greek Verfe, may be exprefs*d in the 
following Englijh Couplet. 

7^0 Mighty Money all things mufi fnhmit^ 
It gices you Learnings Quality and Wit. 

That this is the Senfe, is evident, from 
the Word tudvloL in the l^euter Gender, not 
-zzraVfe in the Mafculine i and, by Confe- 
quence,muft mean that all Qualifications of 
Mind and Body, as well as all Perfons, are 
fubjefted to Money : 'Tis that All-power- 
ful Goddefs, according to this Axiom, that 
gives you all things. Another Axiom is, 

SranJiJh the Golden Spear ^ and all will 

yields 
Tou Swpep; the envydTrophies of the Field. 

Where 
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Where the Word ail is ftill exprefs'd by 
Wflct, all Things, as well as Perfons. And 
indeed the whole Greek is fo expreflive, 
that it wou*d require a Volume to enlarge . 
upon't. But the great Force and Energy is 
not only in the Word f^a^x^y Fight, but in 
the Weapons with which you are to fight. 
f. e. with Silver, or Golden Darts : For we 
have feen a great maay Examples, where 
cold Iron, or even Muskets and Cannons, 
could not prevail. Gold has carried all 
before it. But to contain myfelf within my 
own Subjeift : How many young Gentle- 
men have I feen, when I was at the Uni- 
verlity, fighting in a Literal Senfe, with the 
Mufes, and with their Authors, till they 
have dafti'd them againft the Desks, and 
trod them under their Feet for mere Mad- 
nefs andVexation, yet cou'd never fqueeze 
one Scrap of Learning out of them. The 
Mailers themfelves have thrown them at 
their Scholars Head for aMemorandum, but 
all wou d not do, till fome rich Uncle had 
left them a City Plumb, or fome great 
Eftate had fallen to them j then they be* 
came thp brighteft Men in their refpeftive 
Claffes, not only in their own Eyes, but 
in the Judgments of the very Maftersj and 
bad their great Talents difplay'd in Pahegy- 
ricks and Dedications for the Example and 
Encouragement of Perfons in the like Cir- 
cumftances. So much for the Greek; from 

whence 
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whence I prefume two Qpotations will be 
abundantly fufficient. Since great Authors 
ought to have fome Deference paid to their 
Authority, without being obliged to prove 
every thing they advance. For which Rea- 
fon I ihali only quote tvioLattn Axioms to 
tally with them, and two Englifi ones out 
of Refpea to my own Country* The 
Latin ones are, «

Which» beoaufe my Vein of Poetry \% 
almoft run out, fignines, that the Weight 
of a Man's Judgment is juft equal to that 
ofhisPurfe. Which is neatly ez^refs'd by 
the Immortal Hudibras. What 
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What is Worth in any Thing 

But as much Money as 'twiU bring ? 

If the Scnfe does n6t tally exadly, it 

looks the fame Way ; and I ani fure I have 

feen Quotations out of very great Authors 

much leli to the Putpofe. However, this 

is one of the Ef^lijh Axioms I promifed to 

alledge, in Conhrmatidn of what I advance,. 

If the Redderdoesnot feewhat Imean, I 

do J and that's more than every Author 

can fay. Not but this Axiom hasr a double 

Meaning in't : The moft obvious is, that 

all your good Ctttalities are not worth 4 

Kufli, unlefs you can get Money by them. 

This every Body knows. The other is, that 

'tis Money that recommends a Mian, and 

makes him famous in any Science. This 

Truth is equally as certain as t other. How 

excellent in their kind are all the Works 

put out by Greaty that is^ Rich Men, or 

at leaft Men of great Dignities, when com«> 

jsar'd with Authors of lefi Note ? What 

Weight all their Reafons carry along with 

them? And how infignificant woud they 

appear, if they had been pabli(h'd by ano* 

ther Hand? What Man in his Senfes wou'd 

not condemn that fooliflb Philofopher, who 

6hofe to be fent to the Min^s, rather than 

ipprove, of the Verges of Tiionyfius ? Or 

applaud that noble Koman^ who told his 

Empe* 
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Emperor, he wou'd never contend in Wit^; 
with a Man that commanded fo many Le* 
gions ? If Perfons wou d hut follow this 
•wife Example, all our Satires, wou'd give 
place to foftening Panegyricks ,• and Wn^ 
ters might dip their Pens in Gold, inftead 
of Gall. In nne, the Truth I advance^ is 
confirrn'd by ope of the moft known and 
antient Proverbs in our Englijh Language, 
mz. ^7 is Money makes the Mare to go. If 
a Mare, much more a Rational Creature, 
who knows the Value of it fo much bet- 
ten As i«deed the Senfe of that Proverb 
feems to be Metaphorical : And for tha 
Reader's Inftruifiion, I ma^e bold to tagg; 
a Rhyme to it. 

'Tis Money makes the Mare to ga 
In evry Station^ Higby or LoWk 

Let this fufficc to ihew, that I don't 
ground this Enquiry on zfalfo fupponentei 
tis what is allow'd by all Hands : So that 
I have alledged the foregoing Proofs ex^ 
Ahtindanti \ as a great many learned Au- 
thors have done before me, out of a mere 
Philofophical Scruple to make all Matters 
clear to an Ocular Demonftration. I beg 
the Reader to confider, that if all exube- 
rant Proofs were to be pared off, in a great 
Number of Books, how many Authora 
would be forced to cat thqir Paper, and 
drink their Ink? CHAP^ 
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CHAP. IV. 

TJRJGRJTH Ift. 

Jn ObjeUion anfwerd. 

THERE is one very material Ob- 
jedion, which muft be anfwer'd be- 
fore I leave this Fundamental Point. The * 
Objediion is, that I advance in my Title, 
that Money, or a great Eftate, can make 
a Fool become a Man of Parts, as is con- 
fefs'd : And yet it makes a Man of Parts a , 
Fool : Which, fays my Opponent, feems to 
imply a Contradiction ; for if Money can 
give all things, as has been throly proved, 
how can it make a Man of Parts become 
a Fool > that wouM be putting him in a 
worfe Condition than he was before. 

Jnjwer. Surely he muft be a Fool in- 
deed who ftarts this Objedion. For, is 
not a Fool with Money in a much better 
Condition than a Wit without it ? Ay, but 
how can it make him a Fool, that was a 
Man of Parts before. Why, how can too 
much Light put a Man's Eyes out ? 'Tis 
furprizing to fee how People will boggle 
at what they don*t like? And how they 
will rack their Brains to find ou[t Objections, 
When they - are on the t'other Side the 
(iueftion ? As jf hewho was o^ce a Man 

^f 
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of Parts, cou*d never a&, a FooFs Part I 
Surely the Man's blibd^ or can't fee be- 
yond the length of his Nofe : Are there 
not Thoufands and Thoufands in this very 
Nation^ who were once endowed with fuf- 
ficient T^fentSj and yet ad .the Fool*s 
Part nnore than he who wears the Yellow 
Jerkin* My Reader fees what a Field I 
have before me.. But I maintain in Terms^ 
that ^tis eafi*? pf the two, for Money to 
make a Man of Parts become a FooT^ 
than the Revejfe. Tho' both are great 
Myfteries : Yet both uoquefiionahle Mkt^ 
tcr of Fad ; and well worthy the niceft 
Enquiry, to find out th&R^afons of it* 

The more Judicious will obferve here; 
that all Authors areipeevifhwhea theycome 
toanfwerObje^ions^ But this isfudia'frivo^ 
lous one, that 'tis enough to put the graved 
Philofopher put of Temper, when fucfa im* 
pertinent Stuff is advanc d. 'Tis running a-* 
gainft the Current of Commoti Senfe, and 
the mod; received Principles: And I have not 
Pationce to (ay any more to it. Neverthe* 
lefs, I wou d not have the Reader think 
that I am really in a Paflion ; but, only af- 
fed to he fo, to Ihew my Zeal for the 
Caufe. We Authors can be as angry at 
one another as two Lawyers on oppofite 
Sides; and yet keep a fair Underftanding 
in the main. And fince I write chiefly for 
the Inftradioa of my Reader, I will let 

him 
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him Into the $eoret> That ofteatimes the 
beft Anfwer we tan give to Objeftions is to 
call our Adverfary Fool and Blockhead^ and 
to tell him with an Air of AlTurance, that 
all he fays is mere Nonfenfe^ Blunder, and 
Inconfiftence. Nay^ the more the Argut 
xnent pinches, the more we ftrive to alle- 
viate and baffle the Force of it by fuch 
Outcries. The great Convenience of it is 
this. That as the Generality of Headers 
fee nothing more than what the Author 
fays, nor is it always fit they ibou d, they 
think 'tis impoflible he fliou'd have, the 
Forehead to charge hisAdverfary with what 
he wou'd be fo notorioufly guilty of him- 
fel£ But I would advife every Author to 
be fure to pleafe the great Ones ,• for if 
they don't approve it, no one that depends 
upon them muft ; and always to take the 
Right Side of the Qpeftion. His. own Sa- 
gacity will t$jil him which it iSii This hy 
the Bye. 

But, if the former Obje^ion has any Ap- 
pearance q£ Truth in it, it fliews the 
mighty Power of Gold^ that can work 
fuch wonderful and oppofite Effefts. Sup- 
pofe it fhpu d be a r^al CoAtradi^ion, that 
does not invalidi^e this Enquiry, any more 
than it does many other L^sarned Works; 
And if People <;Ou'd.btit haye Patience till 
I come to my Point, it is to Ihpw the Rea- 
fons why Gold, or a great Eftate, fliou d 

caufe 
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caufe fuch unaccountable Changes in thb 
Natures of Men. That I have undertaken 
this Laborious Work j nay, further, I hope 
to give a very fatisfaftory Reafon why it 
is not proper I fhou d come to my Pointy 
till I have cleared fome other Matters be- 
fore I go on, I fliall not imitate certain 
'great Potentates, who patched up a Peace 
before fome People thought they were 
come to the Preliminaries. No^ propet 
Preliminaries are the Bafis on which moft 
great Events depend. And if they fhou'd 
feem to promife more than Expeftation, 
and Expedation more than the Event, it 
can do no greater Prejudice to this, than 
it has done to greater Undertakings. 

However, I was.juft coming within Ken 
of my Subje^, when the foregoing Ob^ 
jeftion threw me a little off my Biafs : So 
that I touft be forced to premife a long 
Obfervation of another Nature, before I 
come to it ; for fear Perfons of narrow 
Comprehenfions fliou'd not take Matters 
along with them : 'Tis for Gentlemen of 
limited Capacities this Treatife is chiefly 
calculated. In which I muft own my Singu- 
larity from other Authors. The great 
Want in moft of our Gentry, is want of 
Thought 5 and the more Hints, the more 
Variety of Thoughts ^ the very Difficulty 
of feeing the Drift of an Author, often 
fets them a thinking more than they wou d 
- ' do 
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vdo otherwife. Q.E.T. But the Obfer- 
va^tion I mentioiVB, is This. There, is a very 
Iwde Difference between the Reafonswhy. 
a thing happens^ and the Manner how it 
is brought about. For Inftanee, I can give 
a ReaioA why a Perfon that has more 
Money in his Purfe than his Adverfary; 
will be apt to gain his Caufe in a Law- 
iuit : Yet I cant tell how or by what 
^Springs it is done* Neither can I tell how, 
the Money gets up to the Lawyer's Under^' 
Itanding) and makes him fee the Juftice o£ 
his Clients Caufe^ which he ecu a not fee 
before* This I know^ that there is a moft 
fntimate Connexion between the external 
Senfes And the Brain* The very Touch, 
and Sight of Gold makes vaJR: trnpreflibri 
ton the Senfes, and thefe pn the Intelle^ : 
Hence We knovir that Feeling a Caufe helps 
the moftofany thing to underftand it 
rightly. Yet we can't tell how this is ef- 
fe<%ed. Again, I can tell why a yonng 
I^ady, that frequents fuch and fuchtom-j 
pany, will be apt to lofe her Reputation, 
if not fomething elfe ; yet 1 can't tell by 
what Intrigues, or by whofe Intermiflion it 
is done. I cou d tell why tuch Books wiU 
be afweted prefently, a^er they come 
out, yet I can't tell, how they can be 
anfwer'd at all. And fo of infinite other 
Matters, both in Church and State* In like 
Manner^ when I enquire into the Keafons 

jBi why 
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why a great Eftate makes a Vod betomit 
a Man of Parts, 'tis not neceflfary to fhei^ 
how this is e&e&ed. Nay, ril defy any 
Man in Bngfand befide- myfelfy Which is a 
bold Word, to fhew h<5w it oali be done at: 
all. For, certain iti*, that a great Bftate 
does net give a Man one y&t oif IBraikty 
more thian he had before* Of which I had 
an Ocular Dembnftration in one of the 
Aipft fui-pri^ing Experknehts that ever Was 
perform'd by th^ Sons of Art j ^nd to which 
are owing nw^ of the Reafom.^/&y, and 
even fomethttig of tlte Manner JBow, thde 
great Changes are operiated. This Experi- 
ment being of fach Gonfeduence, I fhali 
make a feparate Article of it,' and is as 
follows.,

jn Jnatomie^l Accmnt <f fomf fnoft far^. 
prifing Phxnom&aafi^na in the Open- 
if^ cf two Gentlemens Skulls* 

BEinig extreamly curious in the Effe&s 
of Nature, I was once calFd to the 
Anatomy of two Gentlemens Skulls who 
were kilrd in a Duel. The one w;as' a mere 
l^umskull before a great Eftate fell to 
.liim; by which he commenced a Man of 
Parts. The other was efteem*d a very Senfi- 
ble Good-Hunaour*d Man, till he became 
Matter of ii gteat Fortune, wliicbchahged 
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him to quite the Reverfe of what he was 
before. 'Tis needlefs to tell all the Oc- 
cafions of the Fray. Only that upon thfe 
Accels of vaft Riche% their Pride made 
them extreamly envious of each other's 
Dignity J particularly about Precedency. 
For you muft know, the Richer of the two 
was not of fo Antient a Family, as the 
other. Yet juftly meafuring his Quality by 
his Riches, he thought he was not obliged 
to give place to a Man whofe Eftate took 
up lefs Room in the Map of the County 
than his own. In fliort, they met acciden- 
tally in a narrow Paffage, t the Account 
fays there was a Miflrefs in the Cafe ) 
where neither wou'd give way: Upon 
which they both Drew j and after it deal 
of Injurious Language, their Palfioti fo far 
blinded them, that they ran furioufly at 
each other. The Richer of the two ran 
the t'other quite thro' the Body ; his great- 
er Merits, that is his. Riches, giving him 
greater Courage : But at the fame time 
met the Point of his Adverlary's Sword, 
which run him into the Center of his 
Heart. So that they both almoft died on 
the Spot. Their Bodies were carried into 
the next Tavern, till they were known, 
and Notice given to their Friends. As 
foon as the Crowd and Hubbub was a 
little over, two Gentlemen and myfelf, 
whom they beckoned to their Aififtance, 

Ea " as 
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as having often womlercdj at the llrango 
Alteration their Riches had caused in theixi> 
were refolv'd to lay hold on the Occaiion^ 
to examine the Inner Part of their Skulls^ 
to fee» whether their Riches had given 
them any more Brains than they had before; 
or what new Ideas they had acquired by 
them. So I out with my Ihftruments in a 
trice 5 for being a Virtuofo^ I always carry 
various Implements of Art along with me j 
we cut the Skin fo nicely, that 'twas eafy 
to few it up again i We found the Skull 
and T>ura Mater prodigious thick and 
hard: Nay, the Tia Mater was as hard 
as the li)ura is in other Men. We laid the 
Brains, or what we took to be fo, to open 
View in their natural.Situation, but with 
great Difficulty ,• becaufe they were very 
much inverted. Beginning with the Rich- 
er Man firft, we found the whole Cavity 
of the Pericranium prodigious full of what 
at 'firft Sight we took to be Brains j but 
upon Examination^ it appeared to be quite 
of another Subftance j efpecially that Part 
where the Underftanding (houd have been. 
But inftead of finding more than in ordi- 
nary Men, tho' he outihone all that were 
not fo rich as himfelf, we cou'd difcover a 
very little Knob of true Brains; and that 
too wrapt up in a fpungy, froathy fort of 
a Subftance, we coud fcarce tell whether 
\t were Brains or not^ That vj^hich belonged 

%9 
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to the Animal, or Vital Part, was rather 
bigger than its due Proportion, There we 
were at a ftrange Lofs to guefs, what it 
could be, that made this Man appear fo 
much more bright ajQd learned than he was 
before his Riches fell to him : When, on 
a fudden their ifiued out a Cloud of very 
thick Smoke, not unlike what afcends 
from the Potters when they are glazing 
their earthen Veffels ,• infbnuich^ th^t we 
eou'd not proceed in our Operations for a 
confiderable Time. I forgot to obf6rve that 
the fame had happened to us at the firfl: 
Opening of the Skull. While we waited 
the Evaporation of the Smoke, one of the 
Company had the lucky, I couM almoft 
fay, providentialThought, to hold theTop 
of a cold Still lying ca&ally in the Room,, 
over the Center of the Afcending Fumes,^ 
when we perceived it to gather into little 
ihining Drops like one's Breath on ^ Glafs 
in a irofty Morning; but infinitely more 
fine and fiibtle. With this DiflFerence^ that 
all the little Pearly Drops lodk'd like a 
beautiful golden Dew on the $des. of tho 
Retort, moft delightful to behold, but fa 
volatile, that, on the ^jpaft Touch, or Shake^v 
they were all evaporated. This raifeda 
Conjedure, that it we had proper Ipftru- 
ments, and a good (Quantity of Skulls ta 
open, one might col led from fueh Vapours,, 
the truojurum Totabile. I almoft thought 
E 3 'twas. 
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'twa^Pity, we had not more of fuch Skulls 
to open to try the Experiment^ that they 
might do fome good in their Generation* 
Then again we thought. That Gentlemen 
might have the Art of extra&inj| that 
glorious Fluid i but refie&ing^ that Perfons 
of that Gentleman's Ck)nftitution are nqt 
very Inventive, we imagin d, fome artful 
JMen, always cliiiging to them for that In<» 
tent, might gather the precious Liquid 
from the Bxfudances of their Brains. On 
the whole we concluded, 'twas Gold that 
fupplied the Place of ^^ Cerebrum i and 
for a Confirmation of it, we faw aU his 
Conceptions and Ideas were gilded . over 
with that ihinii^ Metal, except fome which 
.feem'd to be of a groiTer Mould thj^n in 
other Perfons J proceeding iFrom theAni^ 
mal Part j or from fome of his Progeni* 
tors. For 'tis obfervable, that the AjfHu* 
ence of Gold communicating it felf to the 
'Moity of the Proprietor, often ca^es veiy 
irregular Appetites. But he that as itwillj^ 
we faw/ that all his Ideas were quite dif- 
ferent from what they were befojre his 
Kiches fell to him. This Copj'edure of omrs 
was ftill corroborated when ^e c^ime to 
the Chambers of his Ideas, which tho' few 
in Number, were fo fwell'd and blowo up 
by that gilded Vapour, that they filled ail 
the Cavities of his Pericranium, as much as 
if he had been a Perfoa of very great Study. 

Tho^ 
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Tlw'we faw plain enojigk there had been 
great Vacwities tUl the Acceffion of that 
Va|>our. Wc foi^nd a great many Terms of 
Arts and $ciences, new - coined Words, 
modUh Phrafes^ Sits and Scraps of Learn- 
ing, and the|ike> all gUded, and fet out to 
wonderfiil Advantage^ ^at if we had not 
been acqaaioted With^ we fiiouM have 
taken him tp he a Perfon of very great 
Parts. Such aX-uftre that Golden Vapour 

fav9 to eyery thing he faid and did. None 
ut the Lovers of the Occult Sciences caa 
have a.r^t Tafte of the inward Joy we 
felt at thefe rare Difcoveries : We were 
foi^g 00 fi«ther in our Kecbercbey when 
another prodigiojis Guft of Smoke took 
away our Sight j we cou d not tell what 
new Th4inomena might have attended it : 
But our Time l>eing ihort, for fear the 
Friends fhou'd comejor tJieBodies, before 
we bad openM the Skidl of the tothef 
Gentleman^ we fell to work ^s &ft as we 
0ond. 

^is oeedXefs to repeat the firft Jntenttoiu 
JTwas miiich whjajt the former wasi we 
Were met with a Cloud of Smoke at the 
openiag^ as in the ficfi Operation r Only^ ' 
it did not feem ^ thick and gro(s, as that 
«f the other 4 iind by reafon of its being 
fo volatije, much harder to coadenfe inta 
perceptible Drops. The Globuli were more^ 
minutej^ and imoother than the former^. 
E4: but 
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but moft curioully gilded ; tho' fcemtegly 
with a thinner Cruft, To be fliort, we 
found a great deal more real Brains than 

. in the t other Gentleman. As he had been 
a Clever, Bright, Good-humour'd,Generous 
Man, before he fell from that Chara&er^ 
by the Encreafe of his Eftate i fo we founcf 
Marks andTraces almoft worn out of Ideas 
and Notions agreableto his^^^^^mQua-^ 
lifications > but fo thronged and huddled up 
by. a new Acceffion of Ideas arifing from his 
recent Grandeur j and fo enveloped with 
the Waves of Smoke perpetually flowing 
backward and forward in his Pericranium, 
and confounding all the Order and Ranges 
of his former Idea s^ that we cou d make 
nothing of them. If we had not known 
him to have been once a Man of Senfe^ 
the Confufion of his Ideas would hav9 
made any Skilful Anatomift take him for 
a real Fool j or, ^t the beft, to be parti- 
cularly troubled with q, Swimming in the 
Head, which, in fome Meafure, muft have 
been the Cafe of t'other Gentleman. AU 
the diftina Ideas, as we cou'd difcovet^ 
were new come in. There was a cufious 
Reprefentation of Gilt Coaches, Splendid 
Equipages, Plans of Houfes and Gardens; 

. with a perpetual Hurry of Vifitarits and 
Quality, pafling to and fro in the Fore- 
Part of hi5 Skull ; much like thofe of 
Raree-Sbo'WJ i and as diverting to the 

Spedft^ 
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Speflators. Every thing was gilded and , 
gaudy I we obferved moft of his Ideas 
were crowding into the Imaginative Part. 
The Judicial Part was almoft choak*d up/ 
with the Gilded Vapour. But above all^ 
we were extreamly furpriz'd to iee the 
Figure of a wonderful fine Gentleman con^ 
tinually dancing in his Pericranium^ and: 
prefenting it felf before our Eyes^ fome- 
times in one Drefs, fometimes in another^ 
that wherever we tum*d our fight, it was

But fuppo{& 
one cou d difle^ Pmons of different Dig* 
nities and Stations of Life, as well as dif- 
i^rent ^xqs^ «what aVariety of Caufes and 
"EJSsdcs wou*d prefentit felf to our View^ 
The late Anatomical Wax- Works, the 
World run fo mad of, particularly Ute 
ILiodies, are mere Baid>les to it« 

But i^jan't forbear telling my Reader^ 
that I ventur'd fince upon a very fine Lady» 
one of my Patients, to whom I was fent 
for in a ifa-ange Fit of the Vapours, that 
took away all her JSenie% M if fixe had 
been really dead.

I fcpod the Laoy-^asf^ 
fo/u fo' * gteat many 'Hours i tife. Heav- 
ing in her Rceafl, atid .ConvulfioQs, were 
aU over j ihe waf as feafdbis as -a. Logg* \ 
. . apply d 
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'ftpfdyM my Inftrnnetiti with my tttoioft 
Dexterity. The SkviH coetxd with aU the 
£afe in the World : The VAtts wjere lb 
delicate and tqider, that the greateft Di£6* 
cultsy was how to touch them loftly enopgh. 
The Reader i^uft kqiow flie was a moft 
Celebrated fie^ty, and one of the moSt 
^retious in aU ihe decorums and Art$ of 
her Sex. Her Fortune,, tho* not of the high- 
cit» was Ten Thoufand Pounds, fufficdent 
to Suy her a Husband oHFigur^ i forihe 
-was unmarried.'Tis a ftandingBule in theie 
Operations, that you always meet with ^ 
.Cloud of Smoke at the firft i^nin^ But 
^eie it. was more th^ ordinary; intoitel|r 
£ne and fubtle. When I <^am& to condento 
the Vapour, inAead of Gold, it tum'd all 
into Quick-Silver^ There was the leaft 
Knob of grains that ever Ifaw. The Figure 
ofherl^lf met yon in evei7 Shape, Her 
Ideas were chiefly .of the Delightiul Kind, 
ihuiHing <in one after the otiier in Ten 
Thoulands Shapes. AU >n the Fore-part 
of the SkuU, (or at leaft but a little way 
f ff, every Reprefentatioa had two Faces % 
what appear'a outwardly was moft delist* 
fiiUy heautifio]. For. all my Philofi^hM 
Gravity, I was & chatm!d with it, that I 
had like i|o Jiaye forgot what I ft^s ajbout* 
llut the Ideas of a new ^afv^^* ^^ 
pps'd to be of out landifli<pMen ^11 nake4 
enpept the Yiiage, fome r;^jpg.io fo faft, 

that 
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thatthey joftled one d( the beautifol Idea5> 
and made it turn the Reverfe towards me ^ 
'which was fo fliocking, that I thought 
'twas impoflible fuch a beautiful Creature^ 
cou*d have fuch Reprefentations^ Thii 
ftirr*d up my Oiriofity to fee the reflr^ But 
they were ftam'd fo byNature, that I cou*d 
never get them to turn the Infide towards 
nje ; fo I was forcedtoopen the Back-Side^ 
ofherHeadj and look behind the Scene^ 
There I faw the moft anjazing Sight I ever 
law in my- Life, There was^ Treachery^ 
Cruelty, Palihood, Revenge, Ingratitude, 
Self-Love in all. its Shapes, with all the 
various Turns of Art and DiflGmulation 
that are poffible to be imagined^ But what 
compleated my Aftoniftiment, was to fee 
the Representations of the moft filthy Obr 
jeds, not to be nam^d, hugged up in the 
very Center of her Mind, from whence 
they had a perpetual Communication with 
her Heart ; that I faw evidently it wasi 
the moft Darling Treafure of her SouK

She had no Value for any Qualities but 
what contributed to that kind ; and wou'd 
prefer a Porter to the greateft Hero^ on 
that Account* At laft^ running over every, 
Object with too great Eagernefs^ I difcom- 
pofed a darling Idea placed in the very 
Center of all the reft, by Sreatbing top 
hard upon it. Immediately the whole Ma- 
chinery gave a great Start, as if fhe were 
falling into Convuliions; which difcom^ 
pofed me no lefs than it did hen For if 
ihe had Come out of a Trance befofe I had 
clos'd the Skull, ihe muft have, died pre* 
fently after. But all was well again,. as iooii 
as I held my Head bac^. What /v^as this 
Idea, but an Irijh Footmah, whom her 
Favourite Maid, being abused and bribed 
by him, had itiade her believe was the mofl: 
Jmiahie Man in the World. His Idea was 
placed diredly over her Heart. But thei

What Comparifon hastheMattBriaiStnic* 
tuie of the Brain to the infinitely mora 
nfefttl Syftem of the Ideas and Pai&ofts i 
"What a Delightful Oiain of Caofes and 
"SJS&Qa would o^ itfelfy if ^very Man^s 
SkuU Gould be laid opes to the Infpedion 
of others in as fall a Light, as the moft &« 
cret P^ls of both Stxti have been lately 
^ofed, to the Edification and Infimaioa 
of ow Wives and Daughters ? How natu«> 
falandneeeilary woo'd the Me't^orphofes 
and Changes caused in theNatnres dF JMfea 
appear to be^ which otherwifb are fohard 
to account for i I fliall onfy iftftanee one 
more, to whM has^ been >faid aliea<ty{ 
which is this : 'Tis Matter of Fa^y exem«> 
plified in Nfanbers of Perfons^ that U: is a 
much harder Matter, and requires a fair 
greater Stock of Herdtfk Magnammlty, to 
bear a fudden Guft of Tr^perity, than 
Jdverfity» There iire P^ribns, who would 
fulfer all the Tortures of a Rack, bear «p 
againft all the Strokes of Fbrtoney aifd 
Citain theXols of nfU that is deai- td tbem^ 
with the Courage and Confl»ncy of a 
JJero I yet when an unexpefted Shower of 

Fot- 
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Fortune pours down upon thorn, are fo vtAf 
potent. m the Uib of it, they become lefs 
than Mm« Now this Cete^real Anatoqiy 
gives you the Reafons of thdt otherwife 
unaccountable Difference, 'Tis becaufe 
Adverfity does not give that. Internal Shock 
and Turn to the Ideal Syft^Wi hut rather 
roufes up the dormant Virtues that lay^ 
hid before : Whereas Proiperity^ and an 
iinexpe&ed Fortune, by the Sublety of tb^ 
Golden Vapours, difranges. the M^n s for« 
mer Idea's^ gives him new Principles, andi 
ncvt Notions, and fo (hakes the wholes 
Syftem, th^t it can be no Wonder if hi^ 
Anions totter as well as his Head; I am 
now a hammeridg out a new, Scheme^ 
which I defigtt to prefent to the Royal 
Society, before it fees the World; it is for 
£ire£ki6g a Le^ure for this kind of Anar 
tomy : With a new Method entirely of my 
own Invention for Trepanning the Skull$ 
of fuch Gentlemenj whofe Ideal Syftem 
may be difrang'd by the Fumes of Gold« 
I pretend, without doing them the leaft 
bodily Harm, to reduce their Brain to its 
Natural Turn and Situation; Nor do Ide- 
fpair of getting a Patent for it; pr perhaps 
an Ad of Parliament, if I can but have In- 
tereft enough to get So many Members to 
attend the Houfe, and $o many to keep 
outoftheway« ; 
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Ajd Remark is, which indeed has a great 
Affinity with the foregoingj that from this 
Experiment, it is very eafy to fdlve that 
grand Objedion mentionM in the laft Chap* 
ter, againft the Poffibihty of Gold having 
fuch oppofite Effefts. If we ihppofe the 
Perfons, or rather Patients, to be different, 
there can't be the leaft Shadow of Diffi- 
culty. For as the fame Earth drawn up by 
different Plants produces Cordials in one, 
and Poifon in another ^ fo Gold, in Per- 
Tons who had Jittle or no Brains, fupplies 
the Place of them, as in the Cafe of the 
firil Gentleman : Or elfe magnifies and a« 
dorns thofe few Ideas he had, to the beft 
Advantage. On the contrary, in thofe who 
had a competent Share, and were fumifh*d 
with very good Notions, tiU they were 
over-power d with Gold, the Multiplicity 
of new Reprefentations, of Grandeur, Qjia* 
lity. Titles, and the like^ which that Me- 
tal naturally brings along with it, mufi 
leave no Room for the former Ideas to exn 
ert themfelves ; and make him appear quite 
difterent from what he was. Now, where 
a great many Ideas and Notions are jum^ 
^W together, and turn'd Topfy-Turvy one 
upon another, that Man muft appear very 
fooliik on feme Occafions. 'Tts probaUe 
Hkewife, that befides a certain Giddinefs ia 
the Head, that thofe Waves of Metallick 
Fumes perpetually rolling backward; and 
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forward in their Teficranmm, they muff 
appear to morefolidPerfons, as if they were 
really intoxicated with the frequent Ex- 
halations of their Coffers. And everybody 
knows, that when Perfons are well fprink- 
Icd and elevated with Liquor, a Fool 
often paffes for a Man of Wit, and a Wit 
for a FooL This Remark nieeds no further 
Elucidation. However, for the Benefit of 
Perfons, who may be troubled with a Gid- 
dinefs of that kind, if they apply them- 
felves to me, I cou'd help them to a Phi- 
lofophical Sneezing Powder, only prepared 
by myfelfj whidi wou'd draw down ^bun- 
^anceof thofe Clouds of Smoke fo Ibem- 
ingly prejudicial to them. 

The 4th Remark is of another hfeture, 
and feems to include a very difficult Quef- 
tion, viz.' Since Gold hasfuch wonderful 
E^e^on Men; bow comes it to pafs, that 
your Mitiers, that dig in the Gulden Mines, 
0r the Refiners of it, dpn't experience tfaoUe 
ftrange Changes, as is evident they do not, 
excqpt Overfeers, Stewands, &c, W« fee 
thofe poor Labourers come out^of the IPit 
as great Fools as they went in, tho* they 
had been over Head and Ears in Gold* 
^Jay, roll a Man in Gold over and over, 
he'll be juft the fame as he was before, un- 
lefs you let him carry a great deal along 
with him. Why, to tell yon the Truth of 
it, 'tis very hard to give a Iktisfa^ory Ac- 
count. . 
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count. Only this muft be faid, that 'tis only 
thofe^ who are in PofTeffion, an4 Mafters 
of that glorious Metal^ that reap fo great 
Benefit by it. And fince thofe poor V^h 
lows work fof other People, they ace only 
the better as they grow richer. Here you 
will obferve if you pleafei, that 'tts not the 
lead: Matter^ how People get their Riches^ 
whether by Rapine^ Plunder, Extortion, 
Stealing, Cheating, Biting, (^c. or by In* 
heritance i provided they have but a great 
Quantity. The EffeA will he the fame.. 
As we tee Perfons of the firft Rank will 
have the faime Relped for them, provided 
they have eCcap'd the Laws. AU tKat can 
be further 0tfp&ed is, that your Stewards, 
Major-l^amtf^ OEconomes, and the Ufee, 
who only finger other People's Money^ ai^ 
oftentimes as liable to thefe MctamorpkcH 
fes, as their Lords and Mafters. But thcot 
we muft coniider, that moft Stewatfds haver 
a ftrange attca^ve Qjiality in tbek F«ig-^ 
ers, by which a great dtzl of Geld ftick& 
to themlike Bii^dlime, and by Gcm^qnence 
flies up "to tiieir Heads, as naiach as if kcamci 
by Inheritance, of wlsjeh ft]an{|eiBffe& thet 
toUoi^g Dign^etBL will give yoa a Dot- 
monftrationi T<^mm^ 
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A DIGRESSION 

Of a New-indented^ Squeezing Engine for 
all Stewards^ Overfeers^ &c. 

BEcaufe fome People can't comprehend 
how Stewards, Overfeers, f^c. having 
no Money of their own, often get infen- 
fibly into great Eftates, and by that Means 
commence Men of as bright Parts, and as 
fine Gentlemen as their Lords and Matters.

been jEbr him, he had been ruin'd long be^ 
fore i that feeing how Matters went^ 
why might not he take the Advantages 
others wouM take, with feveral things of 
that Nature. When we talk*d of R^md^ 
inp he flew out into a violent Paffion, and 
offered to make it appear, that his MaStex 
* was coniiderably in his Debt, Upon this I 
clapt my fqueezingMnghe upon him i when 
immediately the poor Devi! fell into Ibch 
an Agony, as was furprizing. He feU a 
trembling and ihaking every joint of him $ 
his Eyes roird with tewible Diftortions^ 
his Stomach heaved ;f his BeUy fwell'd, as 
if he wcare ready to burft ^ and great Drops 
of Sweat, as big as Dutch Admirals, ran 
trickling from him in vaft Qitantities ; bi3t^ 
as foon as on the Floor, turn d all into 
pure Gold. At laft, he began to vomit^ 
«nddifgorged at leaft the Quantity of a 
good Bafon-full of Liquid Gold^ Ivhich his 
Ravenous Maw had fuck'd in £rom his Maf« 
ter's Lands, Timber, Coal and Iron jyiines^ 
6'c. till giving a prodigicms Gulp, wethought 
the Wretch very near being choakM witk 

fome« 
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fomething that ftuck in his Throat, tho* 
otherwife he had a verycapacious Swallow* 
When we came to look^ we found it to be 
^ great Bag of falfe Bills and Accounts 
he had palm*d upon Mafter^ at fuch times 
as he knew he had not Leifure to look over 
them* Well^ we were not contented with 
thiS) but refolv'd to fquee25e him on fome 
particular Articles: For, as I told you be- 
lore, the Nature of this Engine is fuch, 
that it never puts them to the leaft Inconr 
veniency^^ where they have been honeft in 
their Dealings. Some fqueez d him on the 
Article of Payments and Disburfements & 
and whenever he had gone Snacks with 
Creditors and Uildertakers, all he had 
gained that way/ came from him immedi- 
ately, in no incpnfiderabb Quantities.

Part, of the Kingdom : Where, fome b£ the 
Purchafers hadbuzz'd about, that thef. 
had given more to the Steward. £Dr a good 
Bargain, than had accruM to. the Landlord 
for the Sale, of the whole Fee Simple* We 
Try^4h^ oa fev^eral other Heads too long 
to reliearfe^, where; we gaind fomething 
in ahaoft every Ai^iQlis. Till, at lail^ the 
F4 Engine 
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Engine fat upon him as eafy as his old Dif^ 
ty Riding Coat. 

N. % This Engine would have the fame 
Eflfed on your Lawyers, who keep Courts 
and Audits for Perfons of Quality. But 
the Collar of it muft be lined well with 
Henip^ and ty'd very tight under the Left 
Eati otherwife they will flip out of it, in 
fpite of all you can do. 'Twere needlefs 
to add, that it muft be adapted to the 
Magnitude of the Perfon you are to 
Squeeze. 



CHAP. VI. 

TbeJuthor returns to bisRemarksy andtf 
the Pfychoptick Looking^Glafs. 

THERE is no Happinefs compleat 
in this Mortal State. The greateft 
^Advantages often draw after them feveral 
very great Inconveniences, not forefeen^ 
nor even relieved, till they are experienced. 
What can be more defirable, than to 
abound in Riches? what infinite Advantages 
do they give a Man above his FelloW- 
Creatures ? Yet there are very odd Incon* 
veniences attending them i as will befeen 
in the fubfeauent Article : And the Ef^ 
fe^s of them lometimes are of very dange- 
rous 
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irons Coflfequenoe. If the Reader remem-* 
bers, we remark* d a very extraordinary 
^banfymenm in opening the Skull of the 
lecond Gentleman^ who^ as he alfo remem- 
bers, from a Man of Senfe and Parts be- 
fore his Riches fell to him, became the 
moft Exotick Cox comb imaginable, oa 
the Acceilion of his Fortune; This Th^ 
onenon was the Image of a fine fluttering 
Gentleman dancing in his Idea's, and pre- 
Tenting it felf in every Part of his 
Skull, particularly in the Imaginative 
faculty I and, as we found, upon Exami- 
nation, was the Reprefentation of his own 
fweet felf. This made us obferve, and I 
am convinced of it (ince, by undoubted 
Experiments, that fuch Gentlemen are ex-

inferiors^ d>l%ed iti Duty to be their Sla ves» 
whether Dependents, car not? Did you 
ever fee Perfons of Figure value any thing 
Jbtttt what was ferviceable to them ; or think 
it becoming their -Grandeur, to have any 
•Jl^&td for^ny one, when .they ceafed t& 
hi fo ? The Gentleman in this Place fpoke 
the real Truth of the Matter; or, at leaft^ 
a& it was reprefented in his IdSeas, L^ rear 
ion of the Repletion of his Cotfer% and was 
imore to be pitied than, blam'd. A Third 
JLemark is, that he eou*d not bear tho 
thought of being Oblige^ lo this. I am 
ikot ignorant hi fpeaks th& Seufft of the 

Gene- 
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GeiScrklity of the World. Since none biit 
Perfons of old antiquated un&lhionable 
Notions, can bear the Thought of being 
grateful: 'Tis fo known a Principle in the 
Pradice of the World, that, to oblige ^ 
Perfon very much, efpecially if he be your, 
Superior, is to make him your Enemy for 
ever after ; that 1 fhall fay no more of, 
as being a Remark too common for a Phi- 
lofopher. 

My laft Remark is, that the Honourdbk 
Mr. Freak fliou'd fay, but above all, be 
hated Churchmen. I can t but wonder, I 
fay, that fuch anExpreffion fhou d drop from 
the Mouth of a true Proteftant, as Mr. Freai^ 
to give him his Due^ always profefs'd him* 
felf to be ; nor did I ever hear^ that he 
was the leaft tindlured with the blafphe- 
siious, inconfiftent Noticms of Free-thinkers 
unlefs we allow it to be the EfifeA of his 
Diftempen But What compleats my Afto-; 
nithment is, that fuch wild Notions fhou d be 
fo prodigious rife, not oqly with Perfons 
of his Circumfiances, but even with vaft 
Numbers, whom, in other Matters, one 
wou'd take yet to ienjoy the Right Ufe of 
their Senfes : Ififdmuch, that I fear the Dif- 
temper will becdme Epidemical. For why 
may not there be Plagues and Peftilences 
ifi Mens Judgments, as well as in their Bo- 
dies ? 'Tis as ihrew'd a Sign of a Threnfy^ 
when Perfons begin to rail at their Spiri- 

tuaii

tiial DodotSr as when they r«ifift their Cor^ 
poral ones. 

I am often admitted into the Company^ 
of Papifts, as well as others ; as there are 
a great many learned and polite Men among 
them, and who, one woQ*d think, ihoa'd 
have a greater Refpe^ for their Infallible 
Directors. But even there the Itch of talk- 
ing againft Churchmen begins to be pretty 
much in Vogue. Whether it be by con- 
verfing more than ufual with 'kicked and 
irreligious Perfoos, profane Wit^,'' and the 
Hke i for the Diftempers of the Brain, as 
Irreligipn certainly is, may be as catching 
9S thofe of the Body, and I am fnre, of 
worTe Confequence ; Or, whether fome 
Porfans may think it proper to cry down 
all Religion, in order to wean them from 
the TyB they have for their pwn Church : 
Which, by the bye, U a very odd way to 
mak9 Proteftants of them: Or, whether it 
be out of that general Spifit of Pro&nene(s, 
which feems to be the predominant Sin of 
^ tjie prefent Age : Or, in fine, whether it 
proceeds from a ridiculous way of thinking 
peculiar to fome People, who may imagine 
that the Sublimity of the Subjed, when 
they {coff at Religion, may make Nonfenfe 
jgg& for Wit. However it be» Tii^en I hear 
a Perfon of any Perfwafion begin to rail 
at Churchmen, I mark him down, not only 
for a Maa of vile Principle^ but for one 
' who 
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wfio lias a foft Place la his Head, aild dd-' 
fign to apply my Thoughts for a proper 
Cure for him, provided my Glais won't do. 
Befides, there feems to be a great deal ii 
Envy in the Cafe; for, in Reality, ov4r 
and above the Sacredne& of their Charao- 
ter, grounded cmi thefame Foundation with 
our Religion, if we confider the Matter im- 
partially, we fliall find Churchmen of moft 
Perfwauons, to be generally fpeaking, the 
moft learned, and I believe, I may fay, the 
brighteft Men, in their refpedive Ranks; 
This will appear, if we go gradually thrO* 
the different Degrees and Dignities in 
Church and State, beginning from the low- 
eft Ranks firfi. For Bxample: The Country 
Curate in his little Village is often the 
^bleft Man in the Pariflb. If we go a Step 
higher, the Reaor is oftentimes a Tuftioe 
of Peace, or frequently better qualified for 
it than thofethat are. Your dignified Cler- 
gymen, as Doaors of Divinity, Heads of 
Colleges, Deans, Vice-chancellors, and the 
like, may be compared with your better 
Sort of Gehtry, as Knights, Squii«s, &e, 
where I believe the Preference for Learn- 
ings Prudence, Condu^, or even Pcditenefi, 
will be eafily deteiinin'd. Then I am fuie 
your Lords Spiritual don't come Amhi of 
our Temporal Loixlsj Number for Humber 
ia any Qjialifications that can render a Ho- 
bleman-iBsorthy his Titicw Our very Cqih 
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ftitution feeras to give them the Prefe* 
rencej fince they are always nam'd before 
theTemporal Lords. If feme of them fhoud 
have no more Motals than fome of the 
Nobility, they may haVe other Qualities 
that excel them. Again, if we turn over 
the Hift6ries of our own and other King- 
doms, we fhail find Churchmen to have 
been as able Minifters, and as fit for the 
Cabinet, as any Rank of Men whatfoever : 
In foreign Countries, feveral of them are 
Sovereign Princes, and govern their Sub- 
feds with as much Juftice and Equity as 
other Princes ; and the Subje&s feem to be 
as well fatisfied with their Government. 
iThe Bifliops and Clergy, in thofe Part^ 
where they are not Sovereign Princes, are 
generally efteem'd Men of very eminent 
Gharaders, and highly refpefted by all. 
Itafy^ allowed to be one of the moft Wife 
and Politick Nations in theWorld, has been 
chiefly Governed by Churchmen for nigh a 
Thoiifand Years. And there is a Governing 
Churchman in a powerful Neighbouring 
Nation, whom we may find, to our Coft, 
to be a very Great Man. Wherefore, if 
ever I hear any Perfon of any Degree talk 
againft Churchmen, I ikall fingle out a 
Churchman of his own Rank, who ihaH 
outfhine him in every Refped:, and ihew 
him, that 'tis either Want of Judgment, or 
PM^I^f ^^> or perhaps botb^ th^t induces 
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laim to talk at that Rate. I myfelf havo 
heard fome Noblemen give a Reafon why 
their Chaplains are to retire as foon as 
Grace is over 5 becaufe it was not fit for 
Men of their grave Charader to hear the 
Difcourfes Perfons of Figure entertain them- 
felveswith over their Cups: Which tome 
feem'd a very odd one. The Englijh of it 
muft be this : That it is no Difgraccj^ for 
Perfons of the moft elvevated Dignity, to 
entertain themfelves with fuch Difcourfe, 
as is a Shame for Men of Learning and Gra-f 
yity to hean 

I have fome Thotightis of procuring a 
Patent, in order to ere^t a New "Btdlam 
peculiarly adapted for the Entertainment 
of profane Wits, and Shatter-brains» who 
lam at the Deity, and ridicule every thing' 
that's Sacred in their Writings and Di^^ 
courfe \ where Perfons of fuch exuberant 
Sallies may be kept under proper Difci-J 
pline, till they can talk and write like* 
Men of Senfe. For is it not as great^ and 
as dangerous a Madnefs, not only to per- 
vert the right Ufe of Reafon in one's felfy 
but likewife to endeavour to deftrdy it in 
others, as it is to run with a Naked Sword 
ready to kill any one that comes in tha 
way ? I hope all Perfons of found ijudg--! 
ment, who refpeft the Dignity of x rRati*! 
onal Beingjj will contribute to the^t3nd«H 
t^kitig, la the meah time> I will employ 
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my Thoughts to find out proper Remedies 
for the Diftempen I have already provided 
a proper Habit for them^ which is a long 
ftraight Coat, with Pieces of different Co- 
lours fewed to it, moft drawing upon the 
Yellow. The Hood is to be all over Yel- 
low, as a Symbol that the Difiemper lyes in 
the Pericranium, with two great Ears, for 
all the World, like thofe of an Afs, whof^ 
Wagging backwards and forwards will won-* 
der&Uy refrigerate the Heat of the Imagina^ 
tion, and bring it to a much calmer Temper.

l>e ferviceable in feme Matters, a Man of 
a Liberal Education will not dirty his Fin- 
gers with ; then truly you maybe takeit 
notice of for fortie time : Otherwife, you 
muft not pretend to give your Reafons be- 
fore your Betters^ Befides, when you make 
a Vifit to Perfons of higher Rank, you are 
obliged to pay Part of their Servants Wages 
before you take your Leave ; or elfe you 
will be affronted almoft in the Mafter's 
Sight. You muft run the Gantlet thro* a 
Train of Valet de Cbambres^ Waiting-men 
and Lacquies^ making Mocks and Mews 
at you as you go^ that truly in fpight of 
all my Philofophy, my crofs-ihap'd Face 
has been feveral times put out ot Counte- 
nance by Perfons who were not fit to carry 
my Philofophical Cloak after me. 

Anciently, Perfons of Quality valued 
themfelves in being the Patrons of Men of 
Learning. They made them their intimate 
Companions in their more ifetired Hours, 
They did not draw any Concltifions of the 
Value of a Man from his outward Garb^ 
but from the Ornaments of his Mind.

There are Modes and 
Ta0iions oTthe Mind as well as of the out- 
ward Garb: If our Qualify can take more 
Delight in the Converfation of a well- 
dreis'd Fool, than of a Man of Senfe In 
an old Coat, why fhoa*d I arraign their 
Tafte ? I am only fpeaking of Matter df 
TaCt J fince 'tis evident, if a Perfon is not 
ki fcMiie Proportion of equal QjiaKty with 
the reft of the Company, or equally rich,' 
m^Mh is ail one, if bis Father had been 
a Scavenger, foch a Perfon muft fit like a 
Mum-chance without faying a Word ,• un- 
lefs he has a Mind to be gaped at for 
iRlmething very extraordinary } or can make 
his way by the Dint of his Forehead. I 
myfeif, with all my Talents, both natural 
and acqiiir'd, have been feveral times in 
Company with Perfons, whom, as the Say- 
ing is, I cou'd have turned infide outward; 
yet fliould have been look'd upon as very 
impertinent by the honourable Board, had 
I pretended to Share in the Difcourfe, as 
I fhou'd have been, in e£fe^ had I been the 
Author of it. 
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BU T to convince vy Keader how much 
the World is led away by outward 
Appearances ; and what a (I^der Value the 

Seat Ones put on the Ornaments of the 
ind, when tbey are lodg'd in Perfons o£ 
an inferior Rank, I iball relate a very par* 
ticolar Adventure I met with in fome of 
my TraveU.

A Gentleman, 
as fuch, may on an Atfront, demand Satif- 
fa^ion with Sword in Hand, of Perfons of 
the .firft Rank, and poll them forCow^rds, 
tftheyrefufe it, without ^ir^. iH/^^.

REMJRKS €n the foregoing Letter. 

I Was really furpris'd at the Receipt of 
this Letter, not dreading that a Dif* 
order fo deftrudive of Human Society, had 
made any further Progrefs than the Cabi«- 
net. But that it Ihou'd have penetrated 
fo far into the Country, was the Height 
of my Aftonifliment. I had remarked my 
felf, that a great many Politick Wou'd- 
bee*s a£Ee&ed a fort of State Management 
in every thing they did, even in their pri- 
vate Families; making a Myftery of thfe 
moll trivial Matters, having their Spies and 
Informers in every Corner. But I did not 
think they were come to that Pafs, as to 
think nothing unlawful in their Dealings^ 
but what they cou*d not do with Impuni-. 
ty. 1 hope the Diftemper is not fo univer-i 
fal ; and that my good old Friend's Zeal 
is greater than the Danger. As for the 
Diforder, on the whole, *tis a Frency with- 
out all doubt J and a moft dangerous One 
too : For if once fuch Notions, or Whims^ 
or what you pleafe to call them, fbou'd 
grow Epidemical, we (hou d fee 2^11 Man- 
kind fall a cutting one ' another's Throats 
K 2 a$ 
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as faft as they cou d* Nor wou d the moflE 
ravenous Beaft in the World be fo dange- 
rous to Human Species, as one Man to ano- 
•then For which Reafon, whofoever ihou'd 
endeavour to introduce fuch Principles in 
the Diredion of Human Affairs^ deferves 
as much to be Ihut up between Four Walls,; 
as the v^^ildeft Man in bedlam. For my 
- own Part, I ftiou d chufe rather to deal 
with the moft barbarous Savage, than with 
a Manpolfeft with thofe Principles: Becaufe 
a Deift's, or a Machia'oeUan'^ profeft Prin- 
ciples, teach him to make no more Scruple 
to cut my Throat, if 1 ftood in his way, thaa 
to knock otf the Head of a Poppy, provided 
he cou'd do't with the fame Security. And 
my Reverend Correfpondent is in the Kight^ 
when he fays, that we bid Adieu to all 
Security of our Lives and Fortunes, as well 
as to all Society, if once fuch Notions take 
place, and I am afraid they do really grow 
upon us daily. 

Perfons may think I exaggerate the Mat- 
ter, when I fay thofe Gentlemens Principles 
teach all Mankind to cut one another's 
^Throats, if they cou d do't with Impunity : 
But whoever rightly confiders it, will find 
it to be a real Truth. For a Deift, a Ma- 
cbiavelian^ a Free-thinker^ or by what 
Name you pleafp to call him, holds there*s 
no fuch thing, as Moral Evil, or Sin in the 
yfptl^y By Confequence, according to them. 
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\is no more evil in itfeif to kill a Man> 
than to cut off the Head of a Poppy. Only 
you may be hang'd for the onej-and not for 
the other.

Acting upon the Square^ 
arid as if all Men were as honeft as ycurfelf^ 
recomrhends you to the Love of all. Socio- . 
ty muft depend on mutual Offices. Con^ 
fading in a Man begets hi$ Confidence ^ and 

Truft^ 
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Trufting Pcq>le oftentimes makes them 
Trufty. Who is there that does not revere 
the Man who is known to be unfliaken in 
Jijs Probity and Principles i Prudent and 
careful Meafures become a Wiie Man. If 
you have been bit, defend yourfelf, the next 
time, againfl: fuch a Perfon^ as you wou'd 
do againft a wild Beaft. But never fufpeft 
a Man till you have tried him. 'Tis fo far 
&om being a Difgrace to be bit the fiift 
time, that I ihotl^d look upon it a Com^ 
mendation, not to fufped my own Species, 
but beware the next* *Tis a flirew'd Sign> 
when Perfons are fufpicious of others^ with*- 
out fome previous Reafons, that they wou'd 
be Knaves themfelves, if they were not 
well look'd after. In a Word, all Bites 
fliew more of the Brute than the Man. 

It will not be improper in this Place to 
enquire into the Reafons why fome Coun- 
tries, as the County hinted at, for Example, 
ihou d be more fubjedi to this canine Dif^ 
pofition than others ,• or the Northern Parts 
moretban the Southern. Some People think 
they retain more of the Norman Blood un- 
mixed than others. For the Normans in 
IPrance are as noted for Bites as a Northern 
Couhtv with us. .But this to me does not 
feem \o likely; for the Normans hting once 
Mafters of the Kingdom, would not have 
fetled chiefly in the pooreft Parts of it. Nay, 
Biting itfelf is an Indication of Poverty, in 

fome 
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fome refp&St or otfaen But more probably 
it proceeds from their being heretofore a 
fort oi intermediate Borderers between th^e 
two Kingdoms of Ef^land and Scotland. 
The Italian Proverb is^ 

l^irra di confini^ Terra djjfaffmu 

Which in ihort is, all Borders of di£(e« 
rent Kingdoms are full of Rogues ; becaufo 
they ferve for Shelter to the Scum of both 
Nations^ when flying from Juftice they bob 
oujt of one Kingdom into the other i where 
they can t chufe but leave fome of their 
Spawn behind them, endowed with the 
good Qjialities of their Progenitors. Hence 
England and Scotland having once been 
different Kingdoms, and that County lying 
almofi in the midway between them, 'tis 
highly probable, that it was frequently 
pcfter d with Vagabonds and Villains of 
both Nations flying backwards and for« 
wardst and doubtlefs imported their Incli* 
nations as well as Breed. This I take to be 
tiie true Reaibn why that County fhou'd 
be more fubjed to thofe Biting Difpofitions, 
than others, I know fomie People give an- 
other Reafon for it, tiz. That the Ndrth- 
ern Parts, particularly that County, in 
Days of old, were Inhabited by the "Bri^ 
gantesy or Urigandsj vvhen Britain was di- 
vided into fo many ditf erent People, as the 

Ordo- 
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OrdociceSi^ the Silures, the 7«jM, »^ 
ganfesy &c. Now Srigand, or Brigaund^ as 
the French profiainoe it, fignifyd in the 
QauUJh Language, a Rogoe or a Highway- 
man, and is med in that Senfe to this Day* 
But thofe who gi7e this Bcafon, why ttat 
County is fo fubjeA to Bites, don^t confider 
that thofk.dtf^nt People were all Sr#- 
tains^ not M^iifhmeniy as diey are now. So 
that unleis ^ofe curriih C2^tittes belong 
to the Climatey the other Kcaibn feems to 
be the moft natural, fappofing the Matter 
oi ¥a£t. Tho' I can't think they are fneh 
arrant StUs as they are iaid to be : For I 
myfeif, and i am eafy ea(Migh to be bit; 
have had Dealings with Perfons of that 
County five times in my: Life, and I was 
Bit but four times out of the fives whereas 
I have heard of Dotd>le and Treble Bites 
in one Bargain. . 

As for my candid Correfpondent, tho* I 
lov'd the Man for his upright Nature, I told 
him my Glafs would do them little or no 
good : Becaufo fuch canine Difpofiticxns ar- 
gue a natural Dcfe& {bmcwhere, or others 
whereas my Gkfs was defign*d for adven-.

*^ whether their Mafter goes abroad that 
*^ Day J they will tell you their Mafter is 
^ a wife Man s he wiU let no one know 
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^ what he defigns to do. And becaufe they. 
^^ have heard it faid, that Secrecy is the 
^ Soul of Politicks,, they ridiculoufly make 
** a Myftery of the moft trivial Matters. 
^^ Then they have their Spies and Inform- 
*^ ers to let them know every thing that is 
*^ faid and done, both in the Family and 
*^ Neighbourhoods giving themfelves a Box 
^ on the Ear by that very thing, by pry- 
^^ ing into the Secrets of others, and lb 
^^ fhy, in their own. Thefe Spies are gene- 
*^ rally fomeSycopbants or other, who make 
** ' a Prey of them, and give what Charader 
they pleafe of all round about them : 
But ftill under the greateft Secrecy. I 
*^ once knew a Gentleman of a very con- 
*^ . fiderable Eftate, who was otherwife a 
*^ Man of good Senfe enough, but fo fool- 
" iflily given to Secrecy, that he wou d be

^^ broad. As if a Wife Man wou d cvot 
^^ talk of Matters of Moment before his 
^^ Servants, or cou d ever expeft that what 
^' is faid at a full Table, fliou'd be kept 
*^ private J yet fo extreamly curious, or 
"rather fo foolilhly fufpicious, that he 
f kept a Parafite, as his conftant Cotx^^a- 
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*^ nion, to tell him every thing that paffed, 
** both in his ot^n Houife, and in other 
** Pieqples Concerns* Henc^ he was in a, 
*' perpetual Inquietude, to know what 
" others faid <x thought of him, particular- 
" Jy when Perfons came to vifit him. His 
" Contrivance was to fend his FUusAcba* 
** tes into the Company before him j and 
*^ to gather what their Bufinefs was. After

I fay, the firft Caufe j by their 
Tude and fbocking Behaviour, domineering 
over them like Tyrants, who had been ufe« 
a little before to be treats with the utmoft 
B.e:^^, and ought always to be fo, accord- 
ing to the laudable Cuftom of our Country, 
*Tisyery hard for honum Nature to innap 
from one Extre^m to another,* frcm a 
State of A<^oratiDn to the State of the 
iitmoft Contempt^ as it frequently h^;>penar 
t have known a great many Husbands^ wha 
as foon as the Parfon has faid the fatal 
WordSj think they are invefbd with as amcb 
Right over their Wives, as if tiiey had 
bought theni like Beafts in the Maricet; or 
at the beft, like Slaves. There are others, 
who appear to be the moft obliging Perfons 
in tlie World, with refped to other Wo^ 
men i and thegreateftBrutc^tp their own, 

I l?av^ 
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Iliave often weighed and compared the Cafe 
on both Sides, and find the Obligations of 
Islature and Grace to be atmoft Reciprocal : 
But that of ^efpeft. Civility, and good 
Breeding, with kind and tender Ufege, and 
the likej to be more incumbent on theMan s 
Side than on theWp^nans; at leaft here 
in lEnglandy if not by Nature* So that, if 
he be firft deficient oh his Side, no wonder 
if fhe, whofe Nature is more eafily mov*df 
fKouM be deficient on her*s. In other 
Countries, where a Tyrannical Caftom i$ 
almoU beco^ne a liaw, th^ Woman knows 
her Doom before-hand, and muft fubmit, 
fince the Man has aU the Power in hisown 
Hands: But liere irt Bngfand^ where the 
poop Woman is made to believo, that ihe 
is to be Miftrefe of his; Hou& and Heart ; 
n4y> has it ^urd toherbjr the moftfolemn 
^Engagements, the. CJaffe muft be (^rodigieus 
h^rd, when in a Month%^ or may*be aWee^^s' 
time, ihe finds the IVeverfe of all this : And 
infiead pf b, tender paffionate fiOvery iho 
fees herfelf Chained tp a Mprdfe, T^yran- 
ntcal Ruler, who^ as fbon ^s he has fatif-* 
6ed his brutal Paffion, ufes her like a mere 
Property and Slave, I^not fuch a Change 
enough to ibwre the (Weeteft Temper upon 
]^rth ? I own our Marriages are made up 
after a very odd Manner.. Generally fpeak- 
ing^ worldly Intereft is all they have in 
yieW;^ fiippofing Love will follow after j or 
X 4 more 
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more properly, not caring a Farthing whe^ 
ther it does or not. But how can any Man, 
18 Reafon, expeft to find Love, when all 
the Ways and Means capable of creating 
it, are chang'd into the moft efifedual Mo- 
tives for procuring Hatred ? Love can never 
be forced : To hold a Dagger at aWoman^s 
Breaft, and fay. Til ftab you to the Hearty 
if you don t love me, is ftark Madnefs* 
This was partly the Poor Lady s Cafe^ who 
is the Occafion of thefe Remarks. He who 
Maiyies a Woman, who has a real Avcrfion 
for him, is Author of his own Misfortune ; 
and he that thinks to gain her Love by a 
jLud^ and Tyrannical Behaviour, is a down- 
right Fool. Women, I own, have a. great 
many odd Whims; fome really Faults, and 
fome imaginary ones : But have not Men 
as many, nay infinitely more ? I grant like- 
wife, that when Women are highly provoked, 
they w^l fall fometin^es into very criminal 
£xcje(Ies. But for one that is guilty firft, 
there are Ten Thoufand Men. I am fatif- 
fied, that the moft unpardonable Fault in 
aWoman, unlefs in fome Particulars, where 
it may be a Diftemper more than any thing 
elfe ; I.fayi the moft unpardonable Fault 
is often occafioned by the firft Fault in a 
Man : Either by his Infidelity to her, or 
his Jealous and Tyrannical Temper. 
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Tor Husbands Horns as qften fpring 
From SpitCy as any other Jbing. 

Neither are Women fo infatiable, as 
fome foolifli Rakes wou'd make them to 
be ; unlefs firft drove out of their Senfes 
by ill Ufage of their Husbands. 'Tis proba- 
ble, tl^at a great many Women wou'd rather 
chufe to dye Married Virgins, with a Gene* 
rous, Good-Humour*d Husband, than have 
Children by a Brute. 'Tis not the Brutal 
Part they require fo much, as an endear- 
ing Tenaernefs, which, as it is natural to 
them by theii Conftitution, fo their Friend- 
fliip can't be perfervM without it, as it may 
in Men. Tis a veiy good General Maxim,\ 
that the Want of luch an endearing Ten- . 
dernefs, joinM with a rude and fliocking 
Behaviour, is one of the firft Caufes of all 
their fubfequent Faults. 

I can't leave this Remark, without fayr 
ing fomething of Jealoufy; which ofteii 
begins with Folly, and ends with Madnefs, 
'Tis very near a certain Truth, that thole ; 
that are moft jealous, have the leaft Rea-' 
fon to be fo. *Tis fooliih to give a Woman 
a Handle, to know where fhe can fpite, 
him moft. And 'tis Madnefs to put that ill 
a Woman's Head, which is not in his Pow-^ 
er to hinder. And if it were, he lofes the 
moft valuable Part, that is, all inward Love, 
as an Ingenious Author fays| 

' ' Tboii 
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Tbou ma0 priferw the brutal "Part 5 
But thou art fiill a Cuckold in ber 
Hfiart. 

iWhat is Enjoyment without the Hearty, but 
mere Brutality ? But, 

To examine Jealoufy a little nigber: The 
Origin of it may be reduced to the follow- 
ing H^eads. The Woman^s Beauty and Per* 
f<»dions, real> or fancied : The Aprehenfioa 
of her Conflitutipn^ or the Want offome- 
thing the Ha&baiid imagines he flibuM find 
the firft Night : The Senfe of his own De- 
{Tciency s and a datk and fufpicious Tempen 
For,, as for that wild and extravagant Mo- 
tions of our Modern Rakes ; mz^ that lov- 
portunity and Opportunity will make any 
Woman £aife^ \\% injurious to Human Na« 
ture^ and fcldom happens, unlefs the Wo>« 
ma&be firft provok'd by ill Ufage and Suf-- 

Jicions. But to return to the Caufes of 
ealoufy^ The firft is the moft irrational of 
all> tho* the moft. Qommoh ^ fince^tis very 
feldom that, a, very beautiful Woman ever 
meets, with a gqod Husbands The Gi:eatnefs 
ol" his Treafure makes him jpalQus of lofing 
it^ and will fowrehis Tempor ojtj.a thoufend 
Occafions. Yet the FoUy of CuchDifpofi^ 
tions is evident. For if a. beautiful Woman 
has made me the happieft Man in theWorld 
by the pofleflion.of her^ fhall I make my- 
felf the moft mHprable by my continual 

Fear 
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Fear of fofibg her? Nay, IdJehepby fiich 
Fears ?^ Hasfte not given me the Prefe- 
renee to atl ray Rivals? Has ftie not madb 
me happy, oot only in my own Eyes,, but 
in the^ Eyes of all the World? Why fliaU 
the knagmary Peflfibility of a Loi^ make me 
miserable in the a<Stua) PoflfeflEkm of all my 
Wiftes ? Ef I have obtain d what I defired 
with fo ranch Eagemefs and Anxiety, had 
I not better bend aH my Cares to endear 
thisTreafure to me, than endanger the Lofs 
of it by my Fears and Jealounes?^ What 
cou'd fte do more for me tiian (he has done ? 
JH^ (he not given me herfelf, her Heajt^ 
and her all ? Tis my Bnfinefe tiierefore to 
repay her with all the Returns of Grati- 
tede my Heart is capable of, and by that 
means endear her to me more and more^ 
than to exert aTyrannical Power over her^ 
or contri^ate her by a cloudy Alpeft, fhocjc- 
ins Sufpieions, cruel Jealoufiesand Cenfures 
of her in my Heartj^ which will flie w them- 
felvcs in fptte of DiflSimulation to the contra^ 
ry; Much more might be laid on this eafy. 
Topidk, but we willconfider the 2d Jl^tive^ 
which is alfo a frequent Caufe of Jealoufy^ 
I mean in the Husband i but particularly 
of late Yeai» among our A^odem Rake%' 
by reafon of that criming, and at the fkme 
time fooliih^ Knowledge, our young Sparks 
pretend to have, of the Defeats and Con* 
ftitutions of Womeg, Here s a Vile Rake, for 

£xam« 
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Example^ who has ruin'd a great many 
Women, and by that means pretends .to l^ 
fp knowing in the Sex, that when he comes 
to make a Woman roiferable, by Marrying 
her, he fooliflily imagines ihe is not a Vir- 
gin, and by that means apprehends every 
thing that's bad, both for what is pafti and 
whaVs to come. So he either plays the 
Devil with the poor innocent Creature, or 
turns her out of Houfe and Home immedi* 
ately. 

Another thinks his Spoufe meets his Ca- 
reffes too warmly, and,; by Confequence, 
has a Conftitution one Man can't fatisfy : 
So he dooms himfelf a Cuckold from that 
Inftant, and perhaps is the only Caufe of 
it, by his ill Treatment* Such ridiculous 
Notions may be a juft Puniihment for his 
former Lewdnefs, but ought to be no juft 
Reafon to fufpei^ any Breach of Conjugal 
Fidelity in his Spoufe. For, as to the firft, 
have not very Learned Phyficians maintained, 
that there are not many Women born with 
thef Sigillum^ they feem to want : Others 
deny there is any fuch thing in Nature ; 
but only a mere JrUitudOj, which may be 
moie or lefs in different SubjeiSkf naturally* 
Others again will tell you, there may be a 
Thouiand natural, anq innocent Caufes oi 
fuch a Defea, fiippofing the Reality of it,' 
be(ides a great many Childilh Accidents, 
.which can hardly be prevented before; Per- 

fons 
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fo^s come to the nfe of Reafon, the Con- 
fequences of which they don't know themr 
felves, that a Man deferves to be begg'd for 
a Fool, that troublies his Head on that Ac- 
count, i don't* qiieftion^ but there are Thou- 
fands of yoting Wbmen, who not only b&- 
lieve themfelves Virgins, but adually are 
fo as to any thing criminal, yet fome fool- 
ifli Rake or other wou d fay they had loft 
their Integrity* 

As for the t'other Reafon, 'tis fo ridicii- 
lous, it Won t bear an Argument; Would 
not any Manin hisSenfes defire his Paffiojti 
to be met with an. equal Flame ? Why does 
he not take it for a certain Sign that ihe 
loves him better than any one elfe? 'Tii 
iiot the Cbnftitution, but Principle, that 
makes People Virtuous, I don't qtieftion 
but there may be both Men and Women, 
of thfe ftrongeft Conftitutions^ who areper- 
fe&lychafte and virtuous, while your w^ak,* 
puling, impotehtWretches, are as viciotts ai 
poffible. It the Husband's Caufeof Tealoufjf 
proceeds froni the Confcioufhefi or his owfl 
Infufficiency, whether naturally borp with"" 
him, or more frequently caus'd by his for^ 
mer Exceffes arid Debauctfd Life; I con*-* 
fefsj in fuch a Cafe, he may have Reafon 
to apprehend a Swelling in his Forehead; 
But why wou d he marry at all ? However, 
if his Luck be to marry a virtuous Woman, 
he may make amends, by an agreeable

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.^ Sweets, and the tumultuous Ebbs and

I Had often obferved, before the Receipt 
of this Lfetter, the unaccountable Ef-* 
fe^s of the Diftemper my Eafy Correfpon- 
dent complains of.

RefleuoDS and Refradidns of Light i fbmo- 
times in Terrible Forms like Monflets and 
Giants; with vait Clubs^ Threatning u& 
from on High: Sometimes like Armies 
ranged in Battle fnriouily ru&ing on one 
ancAher, to the great Terrpur of the Spec-*^ 
tators, with Bombs and Cannons firing at 
one another in a dreadful manner^ infomuch 
that I have known fome Pcrfi>ns, who ac- 
tually heard the Report^ and the very 
Clalhing of.Swords, Armour, (^r. then in 
the Turn of a Hand, vou will fee them all 
chang'd into a Fleet ot Ships floating in the 
Aerial Fluid, or el£e drawn up^ in the iLifxo 
of Battle, mod SbrmidaE^ t^ behdld : And 
in a Moment all molt andv^iHE inta Air, 
leaving the Firmam^it asvcalm acid ferene 
as if nothing had ha^en'd. Juft fo the Hy- 
pochondraical Cfoucfe, fey the Interception 
and Refra^ion of the Rays of the Intellec- 
ibal Sun, appear to the difturbed Imagina- 
tion 
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tion of the Hyppiih Man, in fo many difjoy 
cnt Shapes^ and create thofe vari<As£flF(dRss 
to the Dtfturbance of themfelvesandNeii^ 
hours round about them. So much Yor tho. 
Hyp in general. Now for the different Spe« 
cies of it: Which, to avoid Confufion I molt 
defcribe apart.

Is a Species of the Hvp diverting «ioQgli; 
if it keeps within Bouodi^ and carries a gc«>d 
Mixture of Wit along with it j if not, it de- 
generates into a mere Rattle and Freakiflw 
nei^.. Hence t]}e Tenour of fom«rt>e6plesr 
Lives, having too little Wit ^nd too much 
of the Maggot) is made up of nothii^ but 
Vreak SLtkoRatth^ Every Thing they do 
muft be out of the common Road, iit Oppo- 
fition to the Rei): of Mankind j whether it 
be in Cloaths, Diet, Hours of Reft, Divear- 
fiods, and the iik^ either to ihcw their 
Power and Independency 1 or out of a de» 
prav'd Tafte of making themfelvesremark«> 
able. As if nothing can diftinguHh a Man^ 
but a frantick Faataiticalnefs. There axcK 
Numbers of fuchPerfons in theWotld, who, 
by a wrong Way of thinking, affe^ ftich 
Oddities in ^11 they do. -Thele Petfons in- 
deed may be intitled to be Matters of Tth» 
Gru^^ but can have no Right to the troi 
Wt/im* Since—— "" 
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Sthe ff^im, properly focaird, confifts of 
a mijcture of Wit and Gayety, fent up for 
fome time in the Hypochondraical Receffes, 
and then breaking out with the greater 
liOftre* And tho* a Man who has the Gfft 
Df the Wbim^ be a little various in his Tem- 
per I yet the out-of-the-way Sallies 6f his 
iWtt and Invention breaking in upon yoii 
unexpededly, are fometimes very enter- 
taining ; and frequently has the Laugh on 
liis Side* But.Iwoud have fuch Perfons 
take care to keep their Wit within its 
due Bounds ; otherwife, if the Hyppifli Part 
fcou d get a little predomiriant, they may; 
become flteakifli ; or at the Ifeft, Humouriftsj^ 
and be laugh'd at thenifelves, inftead oi 
their Whims.

I am fure more likely to thrive. An almoft 
nniverfal Contempt of Vertue, Piety, Re- 
li^oO) and all that is facrgd, appears, viiibly, 
aiid.Qot only in bur youtig Men of all De- 
griees, but of all Ages, and Conditions* Not 
to mention the execrable Abommations 
C<Miuilttted every Night in the Generality 
b£ our Pubiick Taverns and other Houfes; 
that If the Legiflature does not take Care, 
m, tlvaCf it will be impolfible to ftop the 
Torrent f^om bearing all before it j and will 
find it the hardeft Task they ever un der- 
took. 

This melancholly Scene kept me awake 
a long Time: However, I got up as early 
as I Coa*dt and purfucd my Journey, with- 
out any particular Adventure, except being 
met by a Highway-man, in a very dole 
crooked Lane, which might have been more 
&tal to the Thief, than myfelf ; only my 
Humanity hindcr*d. I had commanded my

fiace it wa?, better toJofi^ a little Monej^

,at that timej I had fent my Servant to Tpwa

TThe Highway-man accofted me very civjlr 
iyp and bid me not be frighted, /or ha woud 
do me no Harm, lie only wanted a little 
Mon^y. ,That if I were a Man of a fmall 
Fortune^ he defir'd but a Guinea or Two : 
But, if what I had wou d be no great Lo£s 
to me^ he bid me be ingenyous> and fhew 
him: all I had* I^anfwer'd him as uacoq- 
xemedly^ that his beft Way was to mii)kB 
off as fafl as he cou d^ or he wpud/certainlyj 
be taken: For there were iFour Gentlo^ 
men^ with Servants, all well am d coming 
juft out of the Wood after mei that my 
Servant was )uft gone before, who, at tJbd 
Noife^ wou'd alarm the Country -^othef 
Way—! — • I had fearce faid thei^ Wor4f, 
when the Gentlemen bolted put of tjie 
Wood, fo nigh us^ that it wasimpoflible fqr 
him to efcape: His Horfe was tired,, and no 
very good one at the beft. He look'd ft 
the Danger with the greateft Steadiiiefs I 
ever obfervM, which made, me :take d fqrt 
^ of a Kindpefe fo£ the Majj : So I had tbo 
./v / ""^ ^ Q. '^ .:"^^'£ra4 
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Prd'ence of Mind to &sk aloud, ho^ all 
Friends did in Buntingtoiilhire, He took 
the Hint, aAd anfWisf d in the faineTone, 
they Were all very well; and if ever I 
tsanie that way, won 'd be overjoy*d to fee 
die. By this titm; the Gentlemen came \xp 
to us^ and l^ing us acquainted, took np 
farther Notite. I had fd little ApprehenficMi 
of the Man, that I ftaid almie with him,' 
ind told him I was now at his Mercy, ks 
lie had been, at mine. No, Sir, fays be, 
cutting me ihort, I Woa*d defend your Life 
at the E^pence of my own, for your Gene* 
lofiiy i and fliall look on ye as my Preferver 
as long as I live : HoW liVftg that will be, 
f can't tell; nor do I much care, cohfideiv 
ing iny ptefent CircumfFances. He £iid this 
in a defpairing Ton^ with his Eyesfwell'd 
as if he were going to weep : I ask<} him 
who he was, and what brought him to fuch 
CouHes. He begg*d me Vo ex^]fe telhi^ his 
Name ; that he wai xX a Gentfeman^s iPa- 
tuly, and had be^ put to a Merchant by 
his Father, Who Was desiA^ ahd had di&i- 
lierited him fbthis £:tttavagances : That 
^ firft Oci^Oft of Ms Misfertuftes was, 
oft goinc KoTiinbrUp Wells, a ke^ Mif- 
trefe Ota cfertaift Lord c^ her Eyes on 
him, and ^mlug to &11 iti Love with 
him, drew Mm fnte het AidMalntance, and 
maintain*d him at her Lords Expence, for 
fo|ne timei but the tutrigiie being dilco- 
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Ve/d; ihe was turtiM o£f^ and he was for- 
ced to Jnantain heir in his Tiirn. This 
brought him to the Acquaintance of others 
like themfelves; where his Eajtravagances 
made him fpend more than his Fafhel 
eouV) or won d allow hi m» He added^ that 
after he had feen the Wickednefs of thofe 
Cr^tures he was ehga^M with, if his Fa-^ 
thor had fent bim a fufficient Shm to get 
clear of all his Incumbrancesi he believ^ 
he ApuM have (Quitted then] entirely t Biit 
his Father being Informed of allhisWays^ 
txxt him off from all Hopes of enjoying any 
thing of his inheritance,- and dy'd foon a^• 
tdr. That the perpetual Gries of 'his lewd 
Acquaintaheei pbfh^d hini oh to take that 
iiefperate Gourfe* I can affufe yoij. Sir, 
ftys he^ ^ woftil Experience', ttiat thofe 
^Whores are the njoft mifchierous Part, and 
kimoft the firft^ Caufes of all our Misfor- 
tunes I They cAre hot what beCd^aes of th© 
Mefn;biit pufh«is*ton to tlxe thoft liortid 
Crimes, to maintain their liWickednefs. I 
really pitied the Man, and refle^ed on ah 
'Apothegm of a very wife Nation, That the 
'Sfmeft Men cofm to the Gailms, andih$ 
VPrettiefl Women to the Stews. I told hvtct 
I had not time, nor was it proper to ftayj 
long 5 but gave him five Guineas for his pre* 
tent Occaiions, with Direftions where he 
iKou'd find me in Town, and added, if he: 
was really refolv*d to change his Life, I 
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might put him in a wjiy to Uve honcftlyJ 
He len me with Tears in his Eyes, and 
the gteateft Signs of Gratitude Words cou'd 
exprefs j fo we parted on the next open 
Downs. .1 (hall only acquaint the Reader, 
that ibme time after, he came to my l^" 
boratory, and exprefled himfelf in fuch. a 
manner, that I w^s convinced of his Since- 
ri^. I told him, 1 had lately feen an Adverr 
tUbment, that if fuch a Perfon named there 
wou-d return to his Uncle, hefnight.mako 
him Heir of all his Eftate. He anfwer'd. me, 
without much Surprize, that he wa$ ih& 
>Ian : And beggd me to advife him what 
to do. Ibid him put himfelf in a handfome 
4npdeft Dreis, and^go down tq him; I f^j^ 
plied liim with what he wanted : He behav'd 
fo well) tbat his Uncle made him his:Heir$ 
and to Ihew he uras reajily become a New 
Man, he feat me a Bill of Five Hundied

he fliou'd trouble me with thePifpoJHl <^ 
more on fome other.

THE Aflfair of the Highway-man gave 
Occafion to a great many ferious 
Refledions, as I went along. But my 
Thoughts were chiefly taken op about 
dnother Perfon I had in View, who ha<f 
fufferM the ftrangeft Metamrorphofis I dvfit 
met with 5 partly from his vaft Fortune, 
and partfy on aecoilnt of the aAoniihifig 
$pccefs attending him in all his Affairs ; 
which his infupportable • Pride attributed 
to his own Merits, tho' it fell oUt by a Pro- 
vidential Chain of Caufes ahc^ Effects, eni 
tirely unknown to him, and the unthink- 
ing Part of Mankind The Metamorphofis, 
I mentioned, was a Total Forgetfolnefs of 
himfeif^ Friends, Benefa^ns, Principles of- 
Honour, Religion, Morale and, in finci 
every good Qjiality he had before. All' his 
Aftions were influenced by AmWtiofl or In* 
terefl: : His Intentions ' double and treache-' 
rous : His more^frecDifcourle pro&ne, and 
blafphemous: He ridicul'd aH tlie Duties 
of Lifci unlefs when they ferv'dfer a Cloak 
to his wicked A^ews. Be often declared fo^ 
lemnly, that he beliv'd nothing to be evil' 
in itfel^ but what was hurtful to his He^h^ 
9X Eftate, or renderM him ohnoxipsis tQth^ 
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Laws. In ftiort, he was as thorough-pao'd 
a Free*tbmker, as the horrid Principles o£ 
Macbiamly T^oland^ ^indah Collins ^ Sec. 
coixd make him« I was in the charitable 
Difpofition of trying what I cou d do with 
this Gentl^noan^ when I parted from my 
grateful Highway-man^ and was fo ^forb'd 
(With tjfkc Reflexions of the difmal Confe** 
ifi oem^es of ill Company 5 and the Convet>« 
iation of irreligious Perfons, either dead 
pr alive^ that I had almofl; forgot Merlins 
Cave^ till calling my £yes from the de^ 
lightBil Eminence above that rich Flat^ 
whereifi it fiands, it levived- the Deiire I 
had to make a Vifit to the Commemora- 
tive Habitatioti of that quamlam Great 
Man ; not on account ox Stephen T^uck^ 
the thraihing Poet^ or his Jolly Spoufe, the 
Quardianefs of the Sacred Place j bat out 
of a profound Vweradbn for that renown'd 
Magician^ who, in his time^ was one of the 
greateft Mafters of the Occult Sciences, as 
«ver Nature, or Art pK>duced« I refle^d, 
thatj, th^' *be Vulgar knew very little^^ 
the B^eafons, why a Cave above ^Ground 
fliou'd h6 confecrated to a noted Conjuirer 
jather than a Saint i yet I was fare there 
Vas fomethiftg extrao^dinacy in it^ For if 
it hiad bsei) Confecrated to a Saints k had 
b<iien Bmk Pqpery : If to any Genius of tho^ 
l^bee, it bordered up<» Heatbenifm.

I then I fliall not o^n mY Eyes^ 
or Mouth agiin^ for many Ages. He has 
tinder Hand fuch Things as will adonifk 
the World ! — Inventions of Art deny'd 
to myfelf ! But — — come into this Holy 
'Kecefs,* and here let us enjoy tHofe De* 
4ightf ul Collioquies^ too ikcred to be com- 
lAunicated to vulgar Ears* With that, not 
•giving me time to retAim his Compliments; 
ivhich brought/a glowing Bhiih all over my 
, -Pa^e^^he took'flie by the Hwd, arid pla- 
:cing me, agliftft my Will, on his Right, 
^hob we were- immediately flirrounde^ 
iwith a filmy Veil, cloudy to all without, 
•but exceeding the Brightnefs of the Sun to 
tis'^A*ithin, and kept iis fp conceaPd from 
Human Eyes; that even the Prieftefe, tho* 
perfealy acquainted with the darkeft Cor- 
ners, coud not^efcry os, if flie were to 
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ibarch her Eyes out. The Hiding-plabe 
, for hcrfelf and others, on certain Occafions, 
was not half fo fecret. Being thus placed'' 
nnfeen to ail, he embraced me bnce more ; 
And, §on, fay^he, your diurnal and noc- 
turnal Labours for the Good of your own- 
Species, are fo pleaiing to all Profeflbrs of 
Art, that I am permitted to fhew thee alf 
the Secrets of the Eatth, paft, prefent, and- 
to come. This Book, continu*d he con- 
tains all that ever did, or fhall happen to 
the Sons of Men : Whether Revolutions of 
Empires andv Kingdoms, and the Caufes 
thereof,- or thofe of private Men : Let me 
pnly anoint thy Eyes with this CoUyriunty 
and all will appear at one Glance.

Methougbt 
I faw ail that pafs'd in the World at one 
Glance ; yet^ with the leail: Turn, I cQud 
fee each diilin^ Particular^ He clapp'd a 
magnifying Giafs upon't^ made with fucb 
Art, that thofe by which we difcover the 
Spots in the Sun ; or by which fome Veo^ 
pie faw the late lurking Comet, were no* 
thfflg to it. It difcover d Millions and Mil** 
jUoo$ of People rifing and iklUag^ into no^ 
tbing^9 in a Moment. There I ^w Bmpires^ 
Kingdoms, Conunonwealths, with all the 
Glory and Grandeur of the moft exalted 
NationSf thrufting one another down a Pre* 
cipice, into an immcnfcGulpb^ whi^h fwal^ 
low'd all up, and left no jECematiis behind* 
The moft glorious Beginnings always ended 
at laft in the moft horrid Confufion; Then 
lie gave a Slant with his Glafs, and ihew'd 
me the fame Kingdoms in a paHicular Man- 
lier, juftasthey were in t;he He^fat of their 
Glory i feemingly fo ^flkablifii'd at firtt, that 
nothingxould Ihiake them* The firft that 
otferrd it felf was^the mighty Bmpire of 
4Syria9 that extended its Bounds over all 
the known Earth, aandamtioned almoft a 
Thoufand Years. . ?But llbe. Son, fays he> 
it is going to be torn to Pieces by the Fac* 
tions of the Me4esi and SaiyJmam> caus'd 
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at firft by an Inundation of Vice and Im- 
piety. 'Tis tru^ itftru^l'd for feme time^ 
and held up its Head a little, by theCott* 
rage and Condu^ ot the great Nehucbad" 
me&ar j but falling again into the Depth of 
Vice and Gjrrnption, it is entirely deftroy'd^ 
See a Handful olTerJianSy innured to Vir- 
tue and Labour^ daring to attack that over* 
grown Bulk of Sin and Immorality; and 
ail its Glory overtum'd by the Virtue anJ 
Piety of the Gr^iWQT«x. But alas 1 thpib 
virtuous Conquerors, grown drunk with 
- Power, become more vicious and efieminate 
than thofe they fubdued : Nothing is hel4 
facred and inviolable, in the Tide, of their 
Vice and Luxury j particularly in their beaft- 
'ly Lewdneis. See Camhffesy Saa oi the 
Conqueror* marrying his own Sifler, an4 
murdering his brave Brother Brmrdis : See 
JCern^ss Family butchering one another &r 
his BrotW's Wife; Jrtaxerxes marrying 
his own Daughter, aod deflouring his G rand* 
dang^ter by the fame: See his nttoierout 
and imirioDS O&pring deftroying one ano* 
ther like ^ wild. Beafts^, with all the rniom* 
ftrous Ts«m (^ AbonunatMiis followingafi«r« 
So that in a third Space of Time ffot* 
the former, they fall a Prey to the t?" 
Did Macedonimuy who bear down all bet 
tore them like a Torrwt. But how leiq^ 
do thefe keep it! Jnft as long as th^ per- 
fifted va, the Ste|>s of their: virtuous Anoe£> 
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tors. The very Conqueror, with a Train of 
(Whores at his Heels, and at the Inftigatioa 
of a Whore, in a Drunken Fit, fets Fire to 
the fiimous TerfepoliSy the greateft Miracle 
for Art and Grandeur in the World* Behold I 
he goes off the Stage, and all his Glory along 
with him, in the fpace of Tea or Twelve 
Years! All his Race, to a Man, are deftroy'd 
by his Succeflbrs ,• who devour one another^ 
more by their Vices than the Sword j and 
firfc under the Gravity and Severity of the 
'Ramans. Here you fee what a Free 
People, girded by Vertue and Juftice, cou d 
do. The World obeyM them more for 
their Laws than their Legions* But when 
they fell into the Vices of Slaves, with, 
all the Immoralities and Impieties of thofe 
they fubdued, they ran the fame Fate,^ 
and were tore to Pieces by thofe they de- 
fpifed, as mere Slaves and Barbarians. Thoij 
mayeft fee the Subdivifibns, and petty King-^ 
domscut out from that Empire,^ often run 
the fame Fate. Aftd wherever thou feeft 
that ugly, deform'd Monfter,'Vice ^nd Im^ 
morality, undermining a State, thou may'ff 
depend upon it, foonerer later, its Fall is. 
inevitable. O my Dear Country, Britain} 
what haft thou fuffer'd, and wik fujfer for 
the fame Caufe! Neither VbrtMtry not 
Jurelius Jmbtofius^ nor Uter Vendragofiy 
nor my deareft Tupih the-RenownM King 
Arthur y cQU'd remedy the Confc^uence^ 

of 
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bf this Ruiner of Kingdoms^ Vice and Im- 
piety. Yet we encourage it in all its Shapesi 
and publickly ridicule the moft Sacred Pre* 
cepts. Here the good old Seer wiped off 
^ome Tears that ran down his agedCheek;» 
But recovering his DriftineSerenity^ I forr 
got to fhew thee, fays he, the Common- 
wealth oiCartkagi^: The only State that 
ever raised itfelf by Wickednefs and Trea- 
chery. T^ere it; is in its moft flouriihing 
Condition, making Head againft the R^ 
mansy and almoft thought a Match fot; 
'Rome it fel£ No State ever carried. Hu- 
man Policy to a £rea];er Height.* Nothing 
was thought unlawful, that cou*d contri-^ 
'bute to gain their Ends; They broke thro! 
all the nioft facred Tyes, without Scrup^e: 
They were the greateft Free-thinkers and 
JPree-aSors in the world ; and 'twas that 
very vici9us Policy that deftroy'd themi 
.Their Want of Faith, Tuftice,. and Truth, 
Tendered them fo hatenil to all the Earth, 
t^aty in a few Ages, the whole Kace and 
>iame of the Nation was no more known, 
but in the Accounts of their Misfortune* 
Their Mother T^yr^^ alfo, the moft trading 
City on the habitable Earth, that fent her 
Ships to the furtheft IndieSyBaik and Weft,^ 
ana eftabliihM PortS; and Places of Securi* 
ty in the moft unknown Creeks and Iflandsy 
was deftroy'd by Vice and . Luxury, and 
fcarce a Stone left upon ai}.Qt|jer| TheirQ 
"^ ' • ftood 
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ftood Kinpoejh the Head of the Worlds 
trhofe Length was the Journey of aKing« 
dom ; now not known, but in this Book t 
There the mighty ^ahyloti: There Thebes% 
with its Hundred Gates, with Thoufan ds of 
other famous Cities of old, now all buryM 
in Duft, by the fame Caufe $ and can tee 
think, thb Metropolis, or this |>etty Ifland 
can ful^ft. When it takes the fame Conrfes d 
Here a Tear or twodropt&om him again s 
He paufed a While, and feem*d to throb 
inwardly, at fome great Misfortunes hefai!7. 
lianginc over us. But reeolleding himfelf,' 
he iai<^perhaps, my Son, thou hm a mind 
to fee the Progrefs of the Kaceof Mortals^ 
and the Rife atid Fall of Families, fo much 
wrapt up in the Dark, thatmoft Men are 
ignorant of the Origin from whence they 
fping. Caft thy Eyes then this way, and 
behold things unknown to alt the World 
befide. With that, he tum'd ovej: fome 
Leaves of his Myftical Book, and (hewed 
mea Kumberlefs Snc<ieflton oiF Men follow- 
ing one another in the moft unequal Se*' 
ries of States and Conditions, as is poifible 
to imagine. There you might fee the Race 
uid 0&{n:ing of mighty Potentates dwind-

Here yeu faw 
a Stting of Vagabonds, and the very Scum o£ 
the Earth going on in the fame Condition, 
for whole Ages, without the leaft Changed 
Then all of a fudden, a fingle Perfon fteps 
out, fometimes a Man, fometimes ft Wo- 
man i and goes out again like a Flafli,' 
or continuing but a little while.

other Place, we law a Race of Heroes,

&om one Part of the Earth to another^ Ml 
continue in Splendor : ' Till inatcfaing with 
Ibme ignoble Raceorliiftful Woman, ftain'd 
l^ir Blood. Thea they (hlferVI the fame 
jMetamotpfaples as tiie others. In another 
Part of the BoOk, one might fee the moS 
horrid Scenes oif Barbarity iondDefolatioQ,' 
Yavaging one Part of the Globe, with Per- 
lc«s of all Ranks, Ages and Ssxrs^ tora to 
Pieces by their own %)ecies. When per- 
haps, after a long Series of fenerations,

the united Force of mighty Armies cou*d 
not do it. How all the Secrets, all the moft 
Sacred QTies of Nature and Duty lye open 
to it !
